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SHOE SUPPLY FOR THE ARMY. 
Captain Keene's Book Describes Complete Method. 


Under the title “Notes on the Purchase, Manufacture 
and Inspection of U.S. Army Shoes and Shoe Lasts” 
Capt. Charles G. Keene, Q.M.C., U.S.A., has prepared a 
volume covering this entire subject that has been ac- 
cepted by the War Department and is to be published by 
the Government for distribution to quartermaster offi- 
cers throughout the Service. Captain Keene says in 
his preface: “It is believed that it might be of some 
future value to reduce to writing deductions made from 
personal observations, results obtained from actual tests, 
and knowledge gained from practical acquaintance with 
the general conditions surrounding the manner and 
method of the purchase, manufacture and inspection of 
shoes for Army purposes at the Boston depot during the 
emergency created by the World War. The questions 
considered and determined have been varied and number- 
less, and many situations having arisen demanding care- 
ful study and nice distinction in judgment for their 
proper adjustment, it is felt that the experience thus 
acquired has undoubtedly resulted in obtaining the best 
possible shoes of the several types adopted, and that the 
data relative thereto should be of inestimable value in 
future endeavors of a similar character, even though the 
volume of production might not be as great.” 

Except for a brief historical sketch of soldiers’ shoes 
of a teehnical nature, Captain Keene has confined his 
text solely to the questions concerned in the manufacture 
of shoes for the Army in quantity, of the materials 
entering into the manufacture of shoes and of their ac- 
quirement by the responsible head of the Army through 
purchasing officers. His first chapter is devoted to 
the “Purchase of United States Army Shoes,” in 
which he considers the matters that influence production 
and the numerous and intricate problems confronting 
the purchasing officer. He next describes the “Necessity 
for Inspection of Materials Used In, and the Construc- 
tion of, Army Shoes,” the justification for which ‘he 
finds in the fact that “it has been definitely ascertained 
that in the manufacture of shoes of any grade or in any 
quantity it is inevitable that a certain percentage will 
be ruined beyond the possibility of repair, while an- 
other certain percentage will be partially damaged.” In 
“Instructions to Inspectors,” is given the most detailed 
and complete information for the guidance of men en- 
gaged in this work. He then takes up, in turn, and in 
separate chapters the subjects of “Upper Leather,” 
“Sole Leather,” “Findings,” “Preparation of Bottom 
Stock,” “Fitting,” “Lasting,” “Making,” “Final Inspec- 
tion,” “Production,” which includes such matters as 
contracts, estimates, etc.; the “Manufacture of U.S. 
Army Munson Shoe Lasts,” and “Receiving, Shipping 
and Storage of Shoe Lasts.” The text also includes 
style forms for shipping orders, tally sheets and other 
documents necessary for keeping records correctly. 

Although in the wider aspect of the Army’s needs the 
matter of shoe supply is a very limited one it is also a 
very important one and the problem of keeping the Army 
well furnished with shoes has caused many quartermas- 
ter officers sleepless nights and harried days. Captain 
Keene has studied this problem at first hand through a 
wartime period that demanded quantities of soldiers’ 
shoes such as never were contemplated in any previous 
studies of Army supply. And the great value of his 
book lies in the fact that the study of it by quartermas- 
ter officers hereafter will lighten their burdens by put- 
ting at their hands a mass of information on this sub- 
ject never before assembled in one volume. We would 
think that the shoe industry of the United States would 
welcome this volume as heartily as will quartermaster 
officers concerned with the Army shoe supply. It is a 
noteworthy piece of constructive bookmaking and Ser- 
vice information.

RECENT PUBLICATIONS. 


Theodore Roosevelt: A Brief Biography, by Edmund 
Lester Pearson (The Macmillan Co.: New York). To 
the series called True Stories of Great Americans, the 
Macmillans have added this crowded account of Theodore 
Roosevelt’s life, the material for which the author gives 
credit to a dozen well-known volumes by and about the 
former President that were his source books. Considering 
its brevity it is a fairly complete presentation of the 
extraordinary life of Theodore Roosevelt. 

Stonewall Jackson, by Elihu S. Riley (Riley’s His- 
toric Series: Annapolis, Md.). In this volume, to which 
the author gives the subtitle of “A Thesaurus of Anec- 
dotes of and Incidents in the Life of Lieut. Gen. Thomas 
Jonathan Jackson, C.S.A.,” there have been gathered to- 
gether several hundred stories about the distinguished 
Confederate general. The anecdotes and incidents are 
grouped chronologically under such headlines as “Serv- 
ices in the Mexican War,” “The First Stages of the 
Civil War,” “Stonewall Jaekson in Camp and Field,” 
“Jackson’s Three Speeches,” and “A Christian War- 
rior’s Death.” The selections have been made with excel- 
lent taste and combine to give an admirable picture of 
the life of this great soldier. 

Poland and the Minority Races, by Arthur L. Good- 
hart, late captain, U.S.A. (Brentano’s: New York). As 
the result of the reported wholesale killing of Jews in 
Poland in 1919 the government of Poland invited the 
United States to send a commission to that country to 
investigate conditions regarding the Jews, while denying 
that any excesses had taken place. An American com- 
mission was appointed, including Henry Morgenthau, 
former American Minister to Turkey, Col. (then briga- 
dier general) Edgar Jadwin, U.S.A., Homer H. Johnson 
and Mr. Goodhart, the writer of this book, who at that 
time was a captain in the American Army. The commis- 
sion spent nine weeks in Poland and Mr. Goodhart’s text 
is made up from the diary he kept of his experiences in 
Poland, giving an intimate picture of conditions there in 
the summer of 1919. To this he adds a brief history of 
Poland and of the Jews,

OLDEST ORGANIZATION IN THE U.S. ARMY. 

The distinction of being the oldest organization in the 
U.S. Army, according to original historical records in 
the War Department, belongs to the 4th Company, 
Coast Artillery, coast defenses of Manila Bay, now sta- 
tioned at Fort Mills, P.I. This information will prob- 
ably come in the nature of a surprise to the personnel 
of this unit, and perhaps to the entire Coast Artillery 
Corps. It was organized in 1776 as the Alexander Ham- 
ilton battery, and fought throughout the Revolutionary 
War. It is the only organization of the Army which 
dates back to that war. The Alexander Hamilton bat- 
tery later became Battery G, 2d Artillery. Battery G 
later became the old 17th Company, Coast Artillery 
Corps, and the 17th was finally made the 4th Company, 
C.A.C., now assigned to coast defenses of Manila and 
Subic Bay. Only within the last two months has it 
been discovered that both Upton and his “Military Policy 
of the United States,” and the late Lieut. Col. Asa Bird 
Gardiner, U.S.A., in a historical record, were in error 
in stating that the battery raised by Alexander Hamilton 
in New York in 1776, became “Battery F, 4th Regiment 
of Artillery.” During the Revolutionary War and the 
War of 1812, organizations of Artillery were known by 
the names of their captains. There was no other per- 
manent designation; temporary and occasional designa- 
tions were used, but it was not until 1821 that desig- 
uations intended to be permanent were adopted. The 
captain commanding the Alexander Hamilton battery 
vas promoted, and a lieutenant was promoted vice that 
captain. From then on the latter captain’s name was 
carried as the name of the battery which, it was as- 
sumed, was the original Alexander Hamilton battery. It 
iuas now been established that the latter captain, while 
vromoted vice the commanding officer of the Alexander 
ilamilton battery, was actually assigned to an entirely 
different battery. Through a study of the muster rolls 
the error was discovered by comparison of the names of 
the non-commissioned officers of the several batteries con- 
cerned. Not until 1821 were these organizations given 
distinctive permanent designation, when the original 
~ oatmeal Hamilton battery became Battery G, 2d Ar- 
tillery. 
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THE FoRMER EMERGENCY OFFICERS. 

“The Army needs officers,” writes a former emergency 
officer, “and there are a great many emergency officers 
who were not accepted in the July examinations owing 
to the fact that they asked for higher commissions than 
they held under their emergency commissions. be- 
lieve that the War Department could obtain the full 
quota of officers if they would re-examine the records 
and papers of the applicants for commissions, and ten- 
der applicants who were not accepted for this reason a 
lower commission. ‘These emergency oflicers were good 
enough when we were at war; they should be shown 
every consideration possible, and should be tendered at 
least a second lieutenant’s commission. I believe that 
applicants who have been depending for months on get- 
ting a commission, who have lost out somewhat in civil- 
ian pursuits, and who spent good American dollars to 
go and take these examinations, should be given all the 
assistance possible, especially when they will help fill 
the wants of the War Department.”

BRowNING AUTOMATIC RIFLES FOR ARMY. 

Among the many arms that probably will be issued to 
the Regular Army and National Guard units soon is the 
Browning automatic rifle. This rifle may be issued at 
the rate of one to a squad, according to present regula- 
tions. The National Guard in accordance with instruc- 
tions issued by Brig. Gen. Jesse Mcl. Carter, U.S.A., 
Chief of Militia, is taking steps to equip its units with 
the Browning automatic rifle. Formerly automatic rifle 





units were organized into separate squads or teams, 
operated by a gunner and two assistants. They were 
not an integral part of the Infantry squad. This auto- 


matic rifle unit, approximately three men, is now super- 
seded by one which places this important rifle in each 
Infantry squad, and makes all members of the squad re- 
sponsible for carrying a part of the ammunition supply. 
Under this new organization a readjustment of the 
equipment will be necessary, but final plans for such 
equipment has not been adopted.

- New MAcHINE GUN RANGE FOR INSTRUCTION. 


A 1,000-inch machine gun range, planned by Major 
Townsend Whelen, U.S.A., War Plans Division, War 
Department General Staff, has been adopted and ap- 
proved for the use of the National Guard. This range 
will be used fcr preliminary instruction in the employ- 
ment of the machine gun in active operations. In the 
reorganization of the National Guard considerable stress 
has been ‘placed on the equipping of National Guard 
units with machine guns and other weapons, which were 
used so effectively overseas in the World War. In order 
that the new units may efficiently handle and employ 
this equipment target practice will be held frequently on 
the range as evolved by Major Whelen. It is also ex- 
pected that the units of the Regular Army will also 
utilize the new ranges during their period of training. 





THE R.O.T.C. 

Major Allen R. Edwards, C.A.C., U.S.A., who is on 
duty at Columbia University, New York city, as pro- 
fessor of military science and tactics, in an article on 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps in the September 
issue of the Journal of the United States Artillery, asks: 
“Is it not therefore possible that in those few para- 
graphs which deal with the formation of the R.O.T.C. 
lie the hope of giving to the United States for the first 
time in her history a military policy which will at the 
same time be consistent with those underlying princi- 
ples of democracy which have made our people, as a 
whole, resentful of and hostile toward any form of com- 
pulsory military service except in the very hour of the 
crisis?”

INFANTRY BATTALIONS’ MACHINE GUN COMPANY. 

In each battalion of Infantry present plans of re- 
organization provide for one machine gun company and 
three rifle companies. Army officers in Washington, who 
are working on this readjustment, declare that, prepared 
with such armed personnel, the battalion of Infantry 
will be immeasurably strengthened for defensive and 
offensive tactics. Instructions have been forwarded to 
the adjutants general of all states, territories and the 
District of Columbia, to take active steps towards organ- 
izing all Infantry battalions with machine gun and rifle 
companies in c»mpliance with the policy of the War De- 
partment. 
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FATE OF THE ARMY REORGANIZATION ACT. 

Unless all signs fail the Army Reorganization act of 
June 4, 1920, is likely to receive a great deal of atten- 
tion in the next two sessions of Congress by our na- 
tional legislators who are not satisfied with the man- 
ner in which some of its provisions have been ‘carried 
out by the War Department and who will also wish to 
correct faults in it affecting certain classes of officers 
and non-commissioned officers. The provisions that  ap- 
pear certain to be taken up with a view to amendment 
are: Sec. 24a, Promotion List; Sec. 24b, Classification 
of Officers; and Sec. 4a, Warrant Officers. Each one 
of these has been the subject of much criticism within 
the Army and the manner in which the first two have 
been: interpreted and carried out by the War Department 
has also met with open criticism from Senators and Con- 
gressmen. In addition to this there has been sharply 
pointed criticism on the ground that. the War. Depart- 
ment has assumed administrative control of-established 
bureaus in spite of the exact language of the Reorganiza- 
tion act prohibiting such a course. 

In spite of the efforts made by the board of officers 
appointed to that duty ‘to arrange. the promotion list

for the promotion of officers based on equity, merit, and

That the provision in the law providing for classifica- 
tion of officers in Class A and Class B has already 
aroused intense bitterness of feeling in the Service is 
well known and the manner in which the courts of in- 
quiry examining officers tentatively placed in Class B 
have been conducted has aroused an open spirit of op- 
Position among members of the House of Represénta- 
tives. The language of the provision reading, “No offi- 
cer shall be finally classified in Class B until he shall 
have been given an opportunity to appear before a court 
of inquiry,” and “in such court of inquiry he shall be 
furnished with a full copy of the official records upon 
which the proposed classification is based and shall be 
given an opportunity to present testimony in his own 


behalf,” it is charged is being ignored by the War De- 
paitment and that the department is compelling the 
courts of inquiry “to ignore this statutory mandate.” 
The injustice of the Class B feature of this classifica- 


tion, it is argued, lies in the fact that every commis- 
sioned officer in the Army entered upon that career with 
the expectation that his appointment was for life go 
long as he committed no offense warranting discharge or 
dismissal by the President or court-martial. Now, it is 
contended, this implied contract is broken by the Goy- 
ernment by “a novel method never before known to our 
Service and properly regarded as pure experiment.”

Since system has aroused sinetitiedl 
within the Army and in Congress as weil, in all likeli- 
hood it will be severely handled by the last-named -body. 

The effect aimed at in writing Sec. 4a of the Re- 
organization act devoted to the warrant officers clearly 
has not materialized. The base pay of $1,320 a year 
specified in the act is not a sufficient inducement for all 
men eligible for this rank to apply for such positions, 
and unless the law is amended to grant the pay as well 
as the allowances of a second Leutenant it seems eer- 
fan that there will be a continuation of dissatisfaction 
over the pay of-the grade; also that the type of non- 
commissioned officer it was hoped would be attracted to 
this new grade will not apply for appointment to warrant 
grade since it holds no material benefits for them in 
comparison with those offered by the highest non-com- 
missioned grades. 

The warning made public by Congressman Kabn on 
Oct. 11 that he proposes to institute an investigation of 
the “deliberate evasions of provisions of the Army Reor- 
ganization act by Secretary of War Baker”. relative to 
the purchase of Army supplies is fraught with forebod- 
ings of more trouble for the, Reorganization act in rela- 
tion te the supply system of the Army. The weaknesses 
in our pre-war. supply. system were thoroughly exposed in 
the World War and it was hoped that they could be cor-

. rected by the legislation enacted in the Reorganization 


act of June 4, 1920. Interpretations of laws, as is well 
known, can easily create a practice exactly the reverse of 
that intended by lawmakers. If, as Mx Kahn charges. 
Seeretary Baker has done this it. will be a great pity, for 
the best that is in the Army Reorganization act is likely 
to suffer in any remaking of the bill. Moreover, the 
world is still suffering from the after effects of the war 
and nerves and passions react more quickly. now than at 
ordinary -times in the world’s affairs. When an Army 
officer in protesting against the Class. B classification 
writes of “a War Department drunk with power” and 
Congressmen charge “deliberate evasions” of the law 
against the Seerctary of War it is plain that future dis- 
cussions of this act are not likely to be attended by that 
calmness of judgment and utterance which makes for the 
best results. If the. history of all our previous. post-war 
legislation may be taken as the basis for a prediction the 
Army Reorganization act is in for a drastic and, we fear, 
harmful revision. 
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COLLEGE EDUCATION FOR SOLDIERS. 
War Department to Send 100 Enlisted Men. 


The chance for a thorough college education will soon 
be open to qualified soldiers of the U.S. Army, The Adju- 
tant. General’s Office announces. The way is being paved 
by the War Departmant, with the co-operation of numer- 
ous educational institutions, for a complete training in 
all academic and in many technical courses. By the au- 
tumn of 1921 it will be possible for:more than 100 qual- 
ified soldiers to lay aside their uniforms and enroll as 
students in as many colleges throughout the country. 
While this project is an entirely new departure, it is 
the result of a definitely conceived: plan to make the 
Army an. organization of the fullest educational oppor- 
tunity. 

The present educational and cael program of the 
Army, which-has beén in Operation for merethan a year, 
inakes it possible for the soldier to obtain the’ equivatent 
of a-high school education. The-new arrangement -will 





mum of expéhse to thémselves. ‘While the project is stil 


.in‘a formulative stage, a sufidient mimiber of colleges 
have -offered ‘schelarships to insure- full opportunity. for 


every. ‘soldier - who: ‘desires. these : educational «advantages. 


-From- thirty-eight. institutions-have-come assurancés .that 


tuition and-other assistance :will:be given students, -fifty- 
two colleges. have signified their ability, to- grant -tuition 
or a reduction in fees, while seventy-four still have the 
matter under advisement and several others declare that 
they will make every effort to further the plan. 

The question was brought to attention of educators 
through a letter addressed to the presidents of the lead- 
ing institutions by the Secretary of War. In it he called 
attention to the department’s plan, intended to improve 
the Army, make it more attractive to young men, and 
demonstrate that it is a vital and natural part of the 
social organism of the nation. The present course, ar- 


ranged with the advice and assistance of some of the best 


cdueators in the country, which includes elementary sub- 
jects, some secondary subjects and a system of. vocational 
training, is in actual operation, and about sixty per cent. 
of the soldiers are availing themselves of these courses, 
the Sceretary wrote, adding: “I believe that Army ser- 
vice may be made still more attractive by opening to our 
soldiers an opportunity for higher education and training, 
and it has occurred to me that one of the possible ave- 
nucs that might be so opened is one leading to and 
through our great universities and other institutions of 
learning. A certain number of soldiers are appointed to 
eadetships at the U.S. Military Academy each year, but 
it is believed to be desirable to broaden the scope of the 
opportunities offered them so that those who wish may 
pursue other educational courses than that leading up to 
a commission in the Army. In every regiment, camp, 
post and station of the U.S. Army are to be found sol- 
diers with ambition for such higher education and the 
ability to pursue it, but without the.means to that end. 
Would it not be possible for the universities of our 
country to each establish one patriotic scholarship for 
such deserving young men? This scholarship to be open 
to citizens of yout stale who have served honorably 


ouly 
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: and< see .mé. 
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through an enlistment, who have received a character of 
‘excellent’ on their disckarge, and who have been espe- 
cially selected and recommended for the scholarship from 
among the enlisted personnel of the organizations of the 
U.S. Army, either serving in your state or allocated to it 
by the commanding officers of these organizations.” 

The establishment of such patriotic scholarships~ at 
our univtrsities will cause a spirit of emulation in the 
Service, the letter continued, will raise our standard of 
education in the Army to meet the requirements, and 
will result in mutus! good and mutual acspect of great 
value to the country at large. The benefic’aries should 
be at liberty ‘to take any course available at the institu- 
tion, and are to be entirely free from any further military 
control or discipline in this choice, or in their lives at 
the institution. 

Hoio the Plan Will Work. 


The tentative oucllne to be followed in connection w:th 
the proposed scholarships provides that eligibles be con- 
fined to men who are now in the Service or who will be 
enlisted at future date. That they will not be enrolled 
as students in any institutions until after their discharge 
from the Service. That all applicants for scholarships 
shall be recommended before discharge and that the 
length of enlistment shall have no effect upon a man’s 
eligibility. That a standard system of testing be formu- 
lated which will be general throughout the Service and 
acccptable to all institutions offering scholarships. This 
system to be developed after consideration of the various 
standards required for institutions offering the scholar- 
ships. * 

The general process of qualification of the candidates 
according to the suggested plan is: (1) Recommendation 
to corps area commander by immediate commanding offi- 
cers.of men who, ufter competitive opportunity, have 
attained the educationa) standard; (b) selection by the 
corps area commander of applicants to fill existing schol- 
arship vacancies after careful cons‘deration of record, 
character and service. 

It is contemplated that some agency of the War De- 
partment will be responsible that a candidate, once en- 
rolled in an institution, is followed in his career, thus 
morally obligating the Army to keep in touch with its 
representatives. In order that more complete data may 
be secured from the various institutions and in order that 
full opportunity to institute and develop suitable tests 
may be afforded, it has been decided to postpone the 
operation of these scholarships until September, 1921. 
The present plan coutemplates that the applicant for a 
scholarship must be either a native of the state from 
which the scholarship is offered or a member of an organ- 
ization allocated to that stata 
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NO CRIMINALS NEED APPLY.

“A careftil study of this will shew that it contains 
really a Congressional mandate on which must be based 
t!e War Department's act‘on for preparing for the na- 
toual defense. ~The various scctions of the act assume 
to provide the means for. accompl’shing the result ‘nec- 
essary to form the basis for a complete and immediate 
mobilization for the National Defense. The various 
sections of the act it will be observed, when carefully 
studied, provide three great divisions of ithe peace estab- 
lishment of the Army of the United States, namely: The 
Regular Army, the Naticnal Guard and the Organized 
Reserves. It places vpon the War Department General 
Staif the specific duty of fermulating regulations and 
plons for accomplishing an organization which will 
achieve the mission of providing for the national defense. 

“Immediate and complete mobilization is a large un- 
dertaking; does it mean to mobilize all the available 
personnel in the United States; or does it mean some- 
thing else? I think a reasonable interpretation of this 
provision might be stated as follows: ‘Such mobilization 
and organization of personnel and matériel as to suecess- 
fully thwart any attempts of the most powerful adver- 
sary, who according to the political situation of the 
world might become our enemy in time of war. 


Study of World Situation. 


“In order to form a reliable opinion, therefore, as to 
what sort of an enemy we might have to meet, it be- 
“ame necessary for the War Department General Staff 
to study the present world situation so that a reliable 
estimate could be arrived at as to the scope of the pro 
lem calling for solution under the Congressional man- 
date. The War Department General Staff has studied 
this problem as its most impertant work since the act 
vas passed. It has reached certain definite conclusions 
which are taken as the basis for the preparation of plans 
for the national defense. These conclusions: are based 
upon an estimate of what certain enemy or enemies 
might be able té accomplish at definite periods after hos- 
tilities have beea declared and our plans fer meeting. suc- 
cessfully such attempts are the basis for the preparation 
Dilization 





of our moh: plans. 
“The stndies have resulted in ‘sufficient data to de- 
termine wi'l: more or less reliability the possible efforts 


of the ‘most powerful possible encmy and théir intensity 
as a Tunction of the time reckoned from the beginning of 
hostilities. Our plams for meeting such hostile: efforts 
required in consequence a corresponding inerease in our 
available forces; and these studies gave us then the 
basis fer constructing a man-power crrve, showing 
fraphically the rate of increase in our organized forces 
required, takeu as a function of the t reckoned from 
the beginning of -hostilities. : It was found: that this 
curve was rather steep up to a certain period, after which 
the required speed ‘of incredse ‘for a time” was consider- 
ably. ls The end of: this period may, therefore, be con- 
sidered the end of, the first phase of mobilization and our 
plans contemplate that our peace establishment should 
form the bust for this first phase of* the wobdilization, 
"The 
ments needed-in the erganiged forced called for, which 
cannot, be improviscd within the period covered “in the 
fivst phase of mobilization. 


it ‘is of Httle ‘importance whether-*this period be 


taken as*sixty-days ov four: months or-six. months, our., 


peace-time .preparations myst be essentially the same. 
In any military force, and especially one of the magni- 
tude héré called for, certain “essential elements, both as 
to personnel mnd matériel,-require considerable time in 
the making and these elements must.be preyided for in 
time of peace; some of these may be mentioned in their 


order of importance as follows: 

“(a) Trained commanders for the !arzer units. (b) 
the ‘principal staff officers for the larger combat units. 
(c). Cormmanders and staff officers for all subordinate 
units. (d) Officers for taking charge of corps areas and 


undertaking organization and training of the second and 
subsequent mobilizations (e) Reserve equipment and 
supplies and an organization for mobilizing the indus- 
tries of the country according to plans previously pre- 
pared to supply the field forces with all manner of 
necessaries before the reserve supplies are exhausted. 


Man-Power Curve is Basis for All Preparation. 


“The. man-power curve, it will be observed after a 
little study. forms the basis for all preparation. It 
might be called the dircctriz of all activities in prepara- 
tion for the national defense. It applies not only to 
personnel but to matériel, as well. It is. the basis not 
only for the War Plans Division, but all other divisions 
of the General Staff and the great supply departments 
of the Army, as well as our schoo) development. This 
nan-power curve, for example, formed the basis for or- 
ganizing the United States inte corps areas and as- 
sigaing to cach corps area a specific pert for war mob.!- 
izetion. Instructions have already been sent to corps 
area commanders outlining to each of them the problem 
that he has to solve in connection with all possible 
preparation in time of peace for the first and subsequent 
mobilizations. 

“The absence of mobilization plans and the lack of 
eny organization in the Army of the United States above 
that of the regiment made our mobilization for the 
World War slow and cumbersome At the end of sixty 
days we had accomplished practically nothing. It took 
us all of fifteen months to prepere our divisions to meet 
an organized enemy; it took us ionger than that to pre- 
er corps and field armies. ‘he circumstances of the 


forld War were such that_while this was s handicap, 
the delay was not fatal. Had, however, the sea bten 
open to the enemy and no Aliied armies between the 
enemy and ourselves, the conditions would have been 
fer diferent and armies of considerable size could have 

no landed on our shores inside of sixty days after 
declaration of war, say June 1, 1917.

“The components which the National Defense .act 
makes available for development into the Army of the 
United States are: . 

“(a) The Regular Army of approximately 300,000 offi- 
cers and men. (b) The National Guard with the incre- 
ments up to including 1924, approximately 425,000. (c) 
The Organized Reserves of indefinite strength. 

“In these three-components the principal elements 
available for development in time of peace are: The offi- 
cers of the Regular Afmy; the officers of the National 
Guard; and the Reserve officers. The War Department 
hopes that under the present policy it may be possible to 
obtain sufficient Reserve officers so that these, together 
with the National Guard officers and the Regular officers, 
may be sufficient to furnish the officers for a first mobil- 
ization such as the plans call for and such as may be as- 
sumed to be planned in the organization of the present 
corps arcas. 

“Undoubtedly the particular elements that need the 
greatest amount of time for their preparation of an army 
are: First, the commanders of large units, and, second, 
the principal staff officers of such units. Following these 
come the commanders of subordinate units and staff offi- 
cers, and then follow subordinate officers. Our schools 
have a responsibility of grave importance in connection 
with the training of all officers, Lut for furnishing trained 
commanders for our larger units, trained staff officers for 
our larger units and commanders for our smaller units 
their responsibility is paramount. It goes without saying 
that if we have officers correctly trained in theory and 
practice we are going tu have a good fighting army. 


Mission of Officers’ Schools. 


“This brings us to the mission of our schools for oifi- 
cers. General Orders No. 56, current series, War Depart- 
ment, gives us the mission of schools for officers as fol- 
lows: “To provide officers trained correctly in theory and 
practice for all positions in command and staff for the 
Peace Establishment of the U.S. Army as organized un- 
der See. 3, act of June 4, 1920, and to provide in addi- 
tion thereto a reservcir of trained officers qualified for 
organizing and developing to its maximum capacity ¢he 
potential military power of the nation in accordance with 
the approved war plans.” 

“In order that we may carry out in time of war a 
complete and immediate mobilization as called for in 
Sec. 3 of the National Defense act, we must provide in 
time of peace an eligible list of commanders and an eligi- 
ble list of the important staff officers so trained that they 
shall be immediately available to take charge of this im- 
mediate and complete mobilization of the first phase as 
we have already discussed it’ This first mobilization may 
be assumed to call for approximately 2,000,000 men, or- 
ganized into six field armies with the-proper number of 
corps; divisions aid auxiliary troops. It also requires 
personnel to carry on in the corps areas for subsequent 
mobilizations. All those things which'cannot be impro- 
vised in a reasonably short ‘time after declaration of 
war. must, therefore, be«provided_beforehand, and it is of 
the utmost importance that sufficient qualified. com- 
mnaoders*and tte most iniportant sta‘f- officers be com- 
plet™ly traindd~in‘ tiie of pedce and-placed upon cligible 
listses It camureadily be seen that-such a force-as-is called 
for in the first mobilization will require a very large 
number .foxm-these-two lists alone, and a’ much larger 
number for the command or subordinate units a

Why Officers’ Seek Detached Service. : 
Liaving decided upou the approximate strength of the 
first mobilization, our problem becomes more definite as 
to the number of officers of each category that must be 
provided for in time of peace, and this must form the 
basis for the development of our school system for offi- 
cers. It can readily be seen that we must provide a great 
deal more than the number required for the peace estab- 
lishmént, and it is not enotigh, for example, that the In- 
fantry Sehool should produce enough qualified colonels to 
command its own regiments. It must qualify as many of 
its field officers and its captains as possible for the com- 
mand of regiments. It must also assist in the training 
of National Guard and Reserve officers for these pur- 
poses. It is so in principle with all other Special Service 
Schools. For ihe present, of course, it is understood that 
the Chief of Infantry and the chiefs of other branches 
are anxious to train immediately officers for the com- 
mand of their important units, and this is perhaps the 
most important duty at the present time. The Army, as 
a result of the war and reorganization, is in a shattered 
condition, officers are scarce, accommodations are poor, 
a great many pew officers have to be taken in, and the 
old idea of the desire for detached service, which is a re- 
sult of the past policy, has become a habit in the Army. 
Officers are trying to get away from the command with 
troops, or service with troops. The policy of the War 
Department will be to encourage officers in a desire for 
service with troops. In this connection it may be well 
to examine into this matter a little and find out why and 
ascertain if we can why officers do now and have here- 
tofore sought detached service. 

“Service with troops is harder, more arduous and more 
exacting than detached service. The actual training of 
troops and all the accompanying duties is by far the most 
difficult duty an officer has to perform. That is not, how- 
ever, the main cause why so many officers try to escape 
it. Disagreeable living conditions, as they now of neces- 
sity are in our cantonments, may be added to the fore- 
going, bub these are not the real, underlying cause, 
which must be scught for elsewhere. In the past, service 
in the staff departments has afforded more rapid promo- 
tion by law, and the history of the Army shows that a 
Yarger percentage of general officers have been selected 
from the staff departments than from the line of the 
Army. Here I think we find the real cause for secking

“The present -law,: establishing the single list in the 
Army. ‘giving equal. promotion .up.to and including the 
grade of colonel ‘to all branches of the Army, I think, 
will soon have‘a tendency to eliminate the seeking of 
Service in our staff departments for the purpose of gain- 
ing more raid. promotion. In so far as selection -for 
higher command-is concerned, the policy of the War De- 
partment is now firmly established to the effect that effi- 
ciency reports giving high rating for command of troops 
or service with troops»shall have-first consideration in 
eligibility for higher commanders. Once the officers of 
the Army are -fully convineed that this is to be a lasting 
policy, then I feel certain that cur officers will be just as 
eager to seek service with troops or in command of 
troops as they have been heretofore. in seeking ‘detached 
service. 

“The general policy of the War Department regarding 
development of national defense. under existing laws is 
to make the best possible preparations, using to the full- 
est extent all means that have been made available by 
acts of Congress.”

WAR SUPPLY PRODUCTION AND SALE. 

In a statement issued by the War Department Infor- 
mation Section on Nev. 1 in response io criticisms of 
the production of war supplies, and the sale of surplus 
supplies after the close of hostilities, the following figures 
are given: 

The Regular Army on April 1, 1917, consisted of 
129,297 enlisted men, active and while the 
strength of the National Guard was 178,451, making a 
total of 307,748. ‘This force at the close of the wer had 
been inereased to 3,897,194, distributed as follows: Reg- 
ular Army, 525,525; National Guard, 370,039; inducted, 
2,810,296; U.S. Guards, 1,728; Reserve Corps and spe-

cial enlistments in National Army, 189,606. The Gov- 
ernment registered for selective service 24,234,021 men. 


The size of the force contemplated in the War Depart- 
ment’s plan was 5,000,600 men, and provision had to be 
made and supplies acquired accordingly. How long it 
would be necessary to maintain this force in the field 
Was a question which could not be answered. Had the 
war continued another year the supplies on hand at the 
signing of the armistice would have been inadequate if 
no reserve was provided. Purchases made between July 
1 and Nov. 11, 1918, were intended for use during the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1919. 


When the armistice was signed it was necessary to 
curtail war output and dispose of ‘surplus stock on hand. 
The United States Liquidation. Commission. was ap- 
pointed for. the purpose of disposing of U.S. surplus 
war stocks in Enrope, and to seitle all claims and ae 
counts between allied governments and the U.S. War 
Department. Thé@ sales conducted by this commission re- 
turned to the U.s. $822,923,225.82. Supplies and equip- 
ment to the valne of $672,000,000 were returned to the 


U.S., and pursuunt to an act of Congress, the Secretary 

of War, acting through the commission, delivered to the 

American Red Cross without cost supplies to the value 
ra » 





of $9,964,851.16. France purchased goods for. $532,- 
500,000-and -in» addition waived claims for customs 
duties atid tax¢socn property.imported into France aud 
sold to the profit.of the -U.S.,since Apvril.6, 1917; duties 
estimated. at approximatcly. $150,000,000,. The French 


government assumed -payment..of. approximately 150,000 
claims against-the U.S. .arising out of American. eccupa- 
tion: As. a:result .of the work of the. commission .the 
War. Department,..it..is stated, saved to the taxpayers, 
from the sales in Fur>pe, $972,923,225.82, plus. the 
claims for damages. . 

There was &.great supply. of war material.in the U.S. 
in excess -of penee*time needs, and.for disposal of this 
a Sales Division. was organized in the War Department, 
To,date-it has sold.property. which cost $1,152,067,476.92 
and the return has been $839,378,417.42. The War De- 
partment, during the past year and a.half, has, sold ap- 
proximately $83,000,000 worth of food supplies at sixty 
per cent. of cost. value, offered to the public: to reduce 
living costs. . 

Claims settled by the War Department Claims Board 
up to Oct. 2, 1920, involving contracts terminated by 
cessation of -hostilities, amounted to $3,300,854,411.22. 
The basis on which settlement has been made resulted in 
a net saving of $2,863,035,237.91. 

As to airplanes, it.is stated that 2,081 American made 
planes were shipped to France and 667 of those were at 
the front prior to the armistice. At the battle of Cha- 
teau-Thierry the American aviation force engaged con- 
sisted of 4 pursuit squadrors, 3 observation squadrons 
and 3 balloon compamies. At the battle‘of St. Mihiel the 
American air forces consisted of 12 pursuit sqnadrons, 
11 observation squadrens, 3 bombing squadrons and 14 
balloon companies, At the time of the armistice there 
were at the front 20 pursuit squadrons, 18 observation 
squadrens, 7 bombing squadrons and 23 balloon com- 
panies with 1,238 flying officers and 740 service planes. 

There were approximately 100,000 automobiles on 
hand at the signing of the srmistice. On April 12, 1919, 
the War Department declared a surplus of motor vee 
hicles and offered them to the other government departe 
ments, before placing them on sale to the public. To- 
day the War Department has 54,167 motor vehicles of 
all kinds on hand; of this number 13,675 are motor- 
cycles. Motor vehicle sale or transfer to other govern- 
ment departments was practically completed April 8 
1920, and there has been transferred to the Bureau o 
Public Roads 23,071; to the Post Office Department, 
6,725; to the Public Health Service, 1,141; to the Navy 
Department, 559; and to other branches 178. The 
vehicles transferred consisted of 24,778 trucks: 4,054 
touring cars; 1,278 ambulances; 1,556 motorcycles; 7 
tank trucks; and 1 trailer. ‘ 

In June, 1918, we shipped in bulk fifteen tons of mus- 
tard gas; 705 tons of chloropicrin and forty-eight tong 
of phosgene, selling excess gas both to England and to 
France. England received 900 tons of chloropicrin and 
868 tons of American phosgene. France took 300 tons 
of chloropicrin and 1,408 tons of chlorine. In addition 
200 tons of mustard gas were shipped to England. In 
addition there were shipped overseas 300,000 75 mm. 
shells filled with chlorcp:crin and 150,000 filled with 
mustard oil; 224,984 grenades filled with white phos- 
phorus and 175,080 filled with tin tetrachloride; alse 
18,600 Livens drums loaded with phosgene. Monthly 
producing capacity en Nov. 1, 1918, was 895 tons 
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liquid chlorine, 1,500 tons of chloropicrin, 1,050 tons of 
phosgene, 900 tons of mustard oil, 90 tons of bromo- 
penzyl cyanide, 100 tons of white phosphorus, 91 tons 
of tin tetrachloride and 30 tons of titanium tetrachloride. 
The total monthly capacity for filling shells, etc., on date 
of the armistice was 2,400,000 75 mm. shells, 450,000 
t.7-inch shells, 540,000 155 mm. shells, 180,000 6-inch 
shells, 750,000 gas grenades, 480,000 smoke grenades and 
306,000 Livens drums, 

There were received by our forces in France up to 
Nov. 11, 1918, a total of 6,309,000 American-made shells 
of all calibers. The ammunition actually fired against 
the enemy's ftunt, however, was mostly of French manu- 
facture due to the facet that French and British, partic- 
arly French, was casily accessible at the front. Amer- 
ican-made shells shipped overseas were used to replace 
French and British shells in the artillery reserve. There 
yere actnally fired 7,400 rounds of artillery ammunition 
of American manufacture. Twenty million rounds of 
artillery ammunitivn were produced in America; almost 
one-third of it was shipped overseas. 

We had in France at the time of the armistice 3,500 
pieces of artillery, of which nearly 500 were of Ameri- 
can manufaciure. he others were purchased from Eng- 
land and France. The American forces used on the fir- 
ing line 2.250 pieces, of which 130 were made iv 
America. 

Of shoes, 28,824.161 pairs were delivered. 

The War Department had 573,408 horses and mules 
op hand and purchased; 175,365 of these animals were 
purchased overseas. The department shipped 67,946 
animals from the U.S., making the total overseas 243,- 
57S, Of the total of animals 96,800 died or were killed. 
For these horses there were purchased 1,023,625 single 
or DLLSIZ double sets of harness of all kinds; 697,455 
addles werg Celiv: red for all purposes, artillery, cavalry, 
quartermastexs snd staff corps. There were more than 
200,000 enl:etcd men and officers who were required to 
be mounted. Other deliveries included 2,644,195 halters 
(about 436,000 were cheap rope halters) ; 433,720 sad- 
dle bags, 260,430 horse brushes, 923,094 nose bags. 442,- 
569 horse covers, 584,910 sets of spur straps, 1,378,460 
sets of horseshoes, 16.500. sets of brand irons were 
149.566.611 hard bread cans were delivered. The

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NOLES OF ARMY RECRUITING. 
Investigating Reeruiting Service Methods 


The Army Reerniting News of Oct. 16 publishes the 
series of interesting articles concerning the 


first of a 
trusted and capable Army 


experiences of “a thoroughly 
officer who has cone through the recruiting mill dis- 
euised as & prospeetive recruit and as an applicant for 
enlistment,” ior the purpose of aseertaining how ¢n- 
listed men on reeruiting duty in certain citics handle 
their details. Ile was told by Col. Charles H. Martin, 
chief of the Recruiting Division, to “make a thorough, 
fearless and in’partial study of recruiting methods in the 
districts and of conditions in the recruit depots.” The 
News observes that this officer is “an experienced re- 
eruiter and conscious of the fact that imperfections are 
inevitable in any organization, and his report is pre- 
pared in a broad, tolerant spirit, which secks to correct 
rather than to cvitieize.” He started on his detail on 
Sept. 15, 1920, wearing an old suit of civilian clothing 
and having allowed his beard to grow for several days, 
so as to convey an appearance the reverse of prosperous. 
The name of the first city he visited is purposely 
omitted. Ue hung around an Army recruiting board on 
a sidewalk, doing all possible to induce the recruiting 
sergeant to appreach him on the subject of taking on, 
but neither the sergeant nor several privates who were 
on recruiting duty with him took the least notice of him, 
although he gave them every opportunity to engage him 
in conversation. At last a sergeant in another part of 
the city approached him when he began to read the re- 
cruiting posters. Ile accompanied this non-com. to an- 
other sergeant in charge of the recruiting office in a 
nearby building. After he had been questioned for some 
time and in turn asked questions of the second sergeant 
is to inducements to enlist, he went away: saying that he 
would think over the subject of enlisting; but even then 
neither of the sergeants asked him his name or where 
he lived. ‘The officer made a written report of his ex- 
periences up to that time and forwarded it to head- 
gnarters, Recruiting Service. 


l'o Aid Those on Recruiting Duty. 


Major William J. Connolly. U.S.A., who is on re- 
cruiting duty at Columbus, Ohio, has prepared, under 
direction of Col. J. VP. Wade, U.S.A., who is in com- 
mand of the Recruiting office in that city, a pamphlet 
entitled The Canvasser, which must be of decided value 
to officers and men everywhere on recruiting-duty. As 
Majer Connolly explains in an introduction, the object 
of the little work is to give the junior officer or non- 
commissioned officer in charge of small parties an idea 
of some of the problems which may confront him, and 
some hints as to how these may best be met. It is 
especially intended for the new “canvasser” who is seck- 
ing recruits, “in order that he may not be compelled to 
zo into the street with a confused and hazy idea of his 
work.” It presents a tentative scheme for him to fol- 
low until he develops a better one and one more suited 
to him individualy. .The booklet contains a general dis- 
cussion on the subject of recruiting, chapters on the 
‘anvasser, selling talk, “spotting the prospect,’ sales- 
manship, sub-stations, publicity, canvassing, itinerant 
parties, miscellaneous, forms, data, schools, program 
and tables. Acknowledgment is made of ideas and 
suggestions obtained from Col. I. Orton, Major Benson 
R. Hedges, Capt. ‘Stephen Flaherty and Sergts. James 
I. Power and John Lowstetter, all U.S.A.. as well as 
from certain civilians. 


trmy Officer Poses as Recruit. 


A recent issue of The Barrack Bag, published at Co- 
lumbus Barracks, Ohio, says: “On Sept. 24 Lieut. Harry 
G. Dowdall, of the Regular Army, passed through the 
post incognito as an applicant for enlistment, perform- 
ing all manner of duty required of appticants and sub- 
mitting to all routine, including the physical examina- 
tion, ete. When it became necessary for him to take the 
oath of enlistment he declined to do so on stated grounds 
and, as is customary in all like cases, was conducted to 
the commanding officer for an interview. It was after 
this interview that the applicant made himself known by 

senting the proper credentials, The officer expressed 
imself as very much pleased with conditions here, was 


high in his praise of the various departments and was 
most favorably impressed by the courteous and consid- 
erate treatment accorded him by all with wkom he came 
in contact.” 


Reerwits for Panama. 


The 14th Infantry, U.S.A., having left Camp Custer 
en route for station in the Panama Canal Department, 
attention is invited by the War Department to the need 
for Infantry recruits for Panama to bring that regiment 
and the 33d Infantry, now stationed in the Panama 
Canal Department, to authorized strength. Applicants 
will be accepted for Infantry, Panama, without designa- 
tion of a particular regiment except those accepted in 
the state ot Michigan, to which state the 14th Infantry 
is allocated. Men accepted in Michigan for Infantry, 
Panama, may, if they so desire, be accepted for special 
assignment to the 14th Infantry. 

Musicians for Bands in Germany. 

Officers of the General Recruiting Service are urged 
by the War Department to make special cffort to secure 
fifty-two applicants for enlistment for Infantry bands in 
the American Forces in Germany, numbers required 
playing the various instruments being as follows: Flute, 
4; oboe, 1; bassoon, 4; French horn, 11; Eb clarinet, 2; 
solo clarinet, 6: second clarinet, 3; solo baritone, 1; 
slide trombone, 4; drummers, 6; buglers, 4; basses, 2; 

Enlistments under this 
authority are restricted to white applicants for three- 
year pericds.

OPINIONS OF THE J.A.G. OF THE NAV) 
Promoticn to Rank of Commodore. 

An officer of a staf’ corps of the Navy having served 
forty years in a civilian capacity in that staff corps, was 
by act ef Congress appointed a member of that staff 
corps with the rank ot lieutenant as an extra number 
not in the line of promotion. On the completion of 
forty-five years’ service in ihe Navy he was retired. The 
question presented is whether he is entitled to the bene- 
fits of See, 1481, TS... which provides that officers of 
certain staff corps sho shall have served faithfully for 
forty-five years shail, when retired, have the rank of 
commodore, It was contended that he was net, for the 
reason that the clause “not in the line of promotion” 
contained in the act of Mareh 4, 1913, forbade his pro- 
motion to a higher grade, either on the active or retired 
list. The J.A.G. held that the officer was entitled to 
the rank of commodor® on the retired list, reversing the 
previous opinion of the office, dated Oct. 16, 1917. The 
question was then sulmitted to the Attorney General, 
who sustained the J.A.G. holding that the officer was 
entitled to the sank and pay of commedore on the re- 
tired list 

Promotion by Selection. 


‘The J.A.G.’s opinion was requested on two questions 
as follows: (1) Does the operation of See. 10, naval 
personnel provisions of the Naval Appropriation act, 
1920, limit or modify or supersede the clause in the 
Naval Appropriativn act of July 11, 1919, which extends 
tor two years the age limit for promotion by selection in 
the case of commanders in the line of the Navy? The 
opinion reads: See. 10 affects only age limits for promo- 
tion which would otherwise become effective on June 30, 
1920; the age requireinent for promotion in the rank of 
commander haying previously been deferred until June 
30, 1921, is not modified by the new enactment. (2) Will 
it be necessary for officers who during the ensuing fiscal 
year will reach the age limit for promotion by selection, 
and who either do or do not hold temporary rank, to re- 
quest deferment of age limits for promotion by selection 
prior to the date upon which they reach such age limit 
in order to extend in the one case their eligibility for 
promotion by selection until June 30, 1921, and in the 
second case to prevent retirement on the date on which 
they reach the age limit? The opinion reads: “In the 
cases of line officers in the ranks of lieutenant com- 
mander and captain who, tluring the ensuing fiscal year, 
will exceed the age limit for promotion by selection as 
prescribed by the act of Aug. 29, 1916, it will be neces- 
sary that they be retired on the date apon which they 
reach such ifge limit unless they are, on that date, sery- 
ing temporarily in « higher rank, or unless prior to the 
date upon which they reach such age limit they request 
deferment pursuant to Sec. 10 mentioned in the fore- 
going opinion. In the latter event the action of such offi- 
cers in requesting deferment will not only defer their re- 
tirement but will extend their eligibility for promotion 
by selection unt'l dune 80, 1921. 
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RETENTION AND WEARING OF UNIFORM. 

An opinion of the Judge Advocate General Bf the Army 
holds that “from the provisions of See. 8 of the act of 
June 4, 1920, it results that the uniform of the U.S 


Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or any distinctive part 





- thereof, may not now be worn by any person except as 


authorized by or through Sec. 125 of the National De- 
fense act approved June 5, 1916; and that the persons 
described in Secs. 1 and 2 of the act of Feb. 28, 1919, 
are still entitled, upon honorable discharge and return 
to civil life, to retain the uniform and other clothing 
therein described, though not entitled to wear it except 
as aforesaid.” 

See. 8 of the Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 1920, 
referred to provides that See. 125 of the National De 
fense act shall be hereafter in full force and effect as 
originally enacted, notwithstanding anything contained 
in the act entitled “an act permitting any person who 
has served in the U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps in 
the present war to retain his uniform and _ personal 
equipment and to wear the same under certain eondi- 
tions” approved Feb. 28, 1919. 

The purpose of the J.A.G.’s opinion is to decide rela- 
tive to the retention and wearing of uniform clothing 
upon honorable discharge and return to civil life. It 
is held that in order that an enlisted man may be en- 
titled to the benefits conferred by Secs. 1 and 2, “he 
must have served in the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps on or after April 6, 1917, and on or before 
Feb. 28, 1919.” 

It is to be noted, however, that the opinion does not 
concern itself with the wearing of the uniform by certain 
other classes of persons described in See. 125 of the Na- 


tional Defense eet, except that it holds that Sec, 125 is © 
in full force and effect; for the reason that the act of . 
June 4, 1920 (Naval Appropriation act) “shows clearl 
the intent of Congress to repeal the act of Feb. 
1919” (as to retention of the uniform) in so-far as it 
permitted wearing of the uniform by classes described in 
the act. Sec. 125, it is held, is therefore restored to full 
force and effect. ‘Io make clear the opinion we give the 
text of Sec. 125 of the National Defense act: 

_ “It shall be unfawful for any person not an officer or en- 
listed man of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, to wear 
the duly prescribed uniform of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps, or any. distinctive part of such unifotm, or a uniform 
any part of which is similar to a distinctive part of the duly 
prescribed uniform of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps: 
Provided, That the foregoing provision shall not be construed 
so as to preyent officers or enlisted men of the National Guard 
from wearing, in pursuance of law and regulations, the uni- 
form lawfully prescribed to be worn by such officers or en- 
listed men of the National Guard; nor to prevent members of 
the organization known as the Boy Scouts of America, or the © 
Naval Militia, or such other organizations as the Secretary of 
War may designate, from wearing their prescribed: uniforms; 
nor to prevent persons whe tn time of war have served hon- 
orably as officers of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, 
Regular or Volunteer, and whose most recent service was 
terminated by an honorable discharge, muster out, or resig- 
nation, from wearing, upon occasions of ceremony, the uniform 
of the highest grade they have held by brevet or other com- 
mission in such Regular or Volunteer service;.nor to prevent 
any person who has been honorably discharged from the 
Army, Navy or Marine Corps, Regular or Volunteer, from 
wearing his uniform from the place of his discharge to his 
home, within three months after the date of such discharge; 
nor to prevent the members of military societies composed 
entirely of honorably discharged officers or enlisted men, oz 
both, of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps, Regular or 
Volunteer, from wearing, upon occasions of ceremony, the 
uniform duly prescribed by such societies to be worn by the 
members thereof; nor to prevent the instructors and members 
of the duly organized cadet corps of # state university, state 
college or public high school offering a regular course in mili- 
tary instruction from wearing tue uniform duly prescribed by 
the authorities of such university, college or public high 
school for wear by the instructors and members of such cadet 
corps; nor *o prevent the instructors and members of the duly 
organized cadet corps of any other institution of learning 
offering a regular course in military instruction, and at which 
an officer or enlisted man of the U.S. Army, Navy or Marine 
Corps is lawfully detailed for duty as instructor in -military 
science and tactics, from wearing the uniform dulv prescribed 
by the authorities of such institution of learning for wear ky 
the instructors and members of such cadet corps; nor te 
prevent civilians attendant upon a course of military or naval 
instruction authorized and conducted by the military or naval 
nuthorities of the U.S. from weariug, while in attendance upon 
such course of instruction, the uniform authorized and pre- 
scribed by such military or naval authorities for wear during 
such course of inatruction; nor to prevent any person from 
wearing the uniform of the U.8. Army, Navy or Marine Corps 
in any playhouse or theater or in moving-picture films while 
actually engaged in representing therein a military or naval 
character not tending to bring discredit or reproach upon the 
U.S. Army, Navy or Marine Corps.’’ 

It is further provided, that tae unitorms worn by offi- 
cers or enlisted men of the National Guard, or by the 
members of the military societies or the instructors and 
members of the cadet corps referred to shall include some 
distinctive mark or insignia to be prescribed by the Sec- 
retary of War to distinguish such uniforms from the 
uniforms of the U.S. Army, Navy, and Marine Corps; 
members of the military societies, instructors and mem- 
bers of cadet corps mentioned, shall not wear the in- 
signia of rank prescribed to be worn by officers of the 
U.S. Army, Navy, or Marine Corps, or any insignia of 
rank similar thereto. y ‘ 

The reference to “persons described in Secs. 1 and 2 
of the act of Feb. 28, 1919” includes “all persons who 
served in the U.S. Army, Navy, Marine Corps [and mem- 
bers of the Coast Guard serving with the Navy during 
the war] during the present war honorably discharged 
since April 6, 1917.” 
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COMPTROLLER’S DECISIONS. 
Honorable Discharge Gratuity. 

Ke-cnlistments in the Navy for duration of the war, 
under act of May 22, 1917, confer the same right to 
honorable discharge gratuity as re-enlistments for four 
year periods. This decision was made by the Auditor, 
and approved by the Comptroller, in the case of a 
claimant who enlisted in the Navy Aug. 17, 1914, for 
the period of four years, and was honorably discharged 
therefrom April 24, 1918; re-enlisted June 4, 1918, for 
the duration of the war; was given an ordinary dis- 
charge at his own request Oct. 6, 1919. His claim was 
for four months’ pay as honorabie discharge gratuity 
upon re-enlisting June 4, 1918. 

Naval Academy Bandsmen Increased Pay. 


Under the act of Ju'y 11, 1919, members of the U.S. 
Naval Academy band are entitled to ten per ent. in- 
crease on their base pay as provided in said act. This 
decision (made by the Auditor on a claim presented by 
a musician, first class, Naval Academy band) was ap- 
proved by the Comptroller on Oct. 22. 

Longevity in Dental Reserve Corps. ; 

Officers of the Navy are entitled to count for pur- 
poses of longevity pay only actire service in the Dental 
Reserve Corps. They are not entitled to count any 
period on the inactive list of the Dental Reserve Corps 
for this purpose. 

No Increase of Pay for Flying Cadcts. 

The Seeretary of War has asked for decisions on these 
two specific questions relating to increase of pay for 
flying cadets, Air Service: “If it is decided that the in- 
crease of pay provided by Sec. 4 of the act of May 18, 
1920, is applicable to flying cadets, Air Service (in fer- 
vice on June 4, 1920), will such inerease be cffective 
from and after July 1, 19207 Will such increase in pay 
be applicable to flying cadets, Air Service, who are en- 
lisfed in or appointed to that grade subsequent to June 4, 
19207" In reply the Comptroller states: “The increase 
of pay for enlisted men of the Army authorized by Sec. 
4 of the act of May 18, 1920, which under the provisions 
of Sec. 4 of the act of June 4, 1920, “shall apply only to 
enlisted men of the first five grades” therein established, 
is not applicable to a flyii.g cadet, Air Service, enlisted 
or appointed to that grade prior to, on, or after June 4, 
1920.” It is also p inted out that the relation of a flying 
eadet, Air Service, to the Army “is somewhat similar to 
that of a cadet at the U.S. Military Academy, who is 
not included in any of the provisions of said act of 
May 18, 1920.” 

Retived l’'ay of Chief of Branch. 

Officers of the Army retired for age while holding the 
otfice of chief of a branch under provisions of Sec. 4e of 
the act of June 4, 1920, are entitled to be retired with 
the rank and pay authorized by law for the grade held 
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by them as such chief, witheut reference to the peried 


of service therein.

The company 
commander ree s these picked recruits, inspects their 
qualification cards, decides that in time Jones may make 
a good company agent and that Smith shows promise of 
helping to solve hir kitehen difficulties, turns the records 
ever to the personnel adjutant for file at headquarters, 
and, considering their purpose accomplished, refers to 
them but rarely thereafter. It is at just this peint that 
their greatest value begins and is commonly and utterly 
leet. These cards should be so accurately, carefally and 
methodically annotated as to show, at any time, the ex- 
wet progress of the soldier in his military education. if 
this were done, a new company commander, by consulta- 
tion of these records, eould know exactly ‘what instrue- 
tion any member of his organization had received and 
the -degree of proficiency attained therein. He could in- 
telligently order his drills so as best to preserve con- 
tinuity and progress of instruction, avoid waste of time 
by unnecessary drill in subjects thoroughly mastered. 

“These records should clearly establish comparative 
readmess for promotion, enabling the new commander 
without that leng personal acquaintance hitherto almost 
the only relisble guide in such matters to fill vaeancies 
mw the warrant grades with an intelligence otherwise im- 
possible. Promotions so made would be lasting because 
made on the strict basis of demonstrated merit and effi- 

ienev. 

“Pf the war with Germany has taught us anyth Se 
has clearly emphasized the vital mead of high morale and 
the fundamental necessity for well-trained, experienced 
and efficent non-commissioned officers. The corporal 
-™ at any moment during the fire fight or hand-te- 
hand encounter with the enemy may find himself, by 
virtue of casualties, in command of a plate mn, &@ company 














er even an entire battalion. Will lis training, experience 
and sense of responsibility earry him through? Some 
have ealled our great struggle with Germany Aus- 


trian a ‘Lieutenant’s War.’ My hat is off to the corporal 
and sergeant. With all the foregoing in mind, can we 
tolerate any haziness or misconception as to. his impor 
tance, and can we afford indefinite, non-standardized and 
unregulated instruction and development? 

“The proficiency of the reeruit should be carefully 
noted on his qualification card (the form of which would 
require some alteration for these purposes), which should 
accompany him throughout his military service. Free use 
of remarks for setting down his special abilities and 
shortcomings should of course be made. He should then 
join his company, ready to play his full part in the duties 
called fer. Lt is not and should not be necessary for the 
company commander to give so much attention to rudi- 
mentary instruction of recruits. The recruit depots have 
the facilities and should have the duty of and the re- 
sponsibility for the thorough instruction in fundamen- 
tals. The secondary phase of his training should combine 
sufficient rudimentary drill te maintain his efficiency 
therein, with instruction in the various specialties, such 
as company agent, plateen runner, automatic rifleman, 
bomber and rifle grenadier in the Infantry, with corre- 
sponding advanced instruction in the other branches. 
There should be a reevgnized standard of proficiency, 
attainment of which would qualify for promotion to 
private first class. The third phase of his training should 
be designed to fit him for the duties and responsibilities 
of a squad leader, and should be given only to privates 
first class. Instruction for corporals only should have a 
definite place, following their appointment. This should 
seek to qualify them for plateon sergeant, and should be 
most carefully standardized. Not so inflexible as to 
hamper full encouragement to initiative and peculiar 
ability. For the sergeants there should be instruction 
qualifying them to command a platoon, giving them a 
thorough working knowledge of tactics. Throughout in- 
struction and training entries on the soldier's qualifica- 
tion ecard should keep exact pace with his progress, and 
it should be always an accurate statement of his stand-

ARTILLERY EQUIPMENT OF A.! 
Gencral Wiliiams Describes Guns and 'T) 

Types of artillery equipment used by the AJE.F. in 
France are described by Major Gen. C. ( Wiliams, 
Chief of Ordnance, U.S.A., in the Journal of the Frank- 
lin Institute for September, a referen » which ap- 
peared in our issue of Sept. 25. The article say n part: 

“At our entrance inte the war, the United S ates 
had available an utterly inconsequential num! f field 
guns; about 750 all-teld, ranging from °% es to & 
inches in caliber. Our guns and ammunit ! f 
course, of distinctively American design a: vould not 
interchange with the material used by any of Allies. 
The Freneh and British armies were each using artillk ry 
equipment of their own design and on our entra into 
the war it appeared utterly undesirable to trod a 
third series of designs into the genera! } F ice 
for the three armies, After eonsideratio fact, 
our General Staff decided, in the summer of 1917. that 
the American Army so far as the source of its artillery 
supply was concerned would co-operate with e Freneh, 
‘and that our artillery should be as nearly Jil French 
as possible. It was further ¢ : tha tv 
ammunition should be complete! ul ith 
the French. Following this , pol the 
greater number of our guns : I wi 
} a few of the British types which v i 
the ——— of utilizing available manuf: ri v 
in Great Britain. In general, and for 1 ; if 
facilitating supply, our American types ” 

The various types of guns and their us ved, 
and it is pointed out that our new guns and iges 
are all designed to fire at angles of elevation » to and 
ineluding sixty-five degrees. General Wil! nsiders 
the U.S. 4.7-inch gun better suited to the 1 ] f the 
American situation than the British or Frenel :pens 
of about the same caliber. “During the wa rites, 
“the Freneh had developed a 155-mm. gun known as the 
Filloux. This gun had the required rang l ts eon- 
sidered by all to be ideal for the purpo it was, 
therefore, adopted for our Army. We con ed the 
British S-inch howitzer to be the most available com- 
panion piece for the 155-mm. Filloux gin. We were 
able to secure a supply of these howitzers in England, 
and we therefore adopted this ealiber so that for our 
Army Artillery we had a 155-mm. French gun firing a 
90-pound projectile and an 8-inch British howitz firing 
a 200-pound projectile. They were both admirably 
adapted to their purpose except that the ‘-i witzer 
was of somewhat short maximum range, about 11,000 
yards.” 

Speaking of the use of caterpillar tractors hauling 


heavy artillery, General Williams says: “We vw 
siderably in advance ef other countries in our st 
this subject and we contemplated using horses for our 
divisional artillery with caterpillar tractors for all of the 
remainder, except our railway artillery. As a matter of 
fact, before ihe end of the war, it was decided to mator- 
ize one-half of all divisional artillery, due to the sh wrt- 
age of horses and the almost impossibility f varing 
forage for them. We find then that at th eo the 
armistice the United States was using horses s divi- 
sional artillery, one-half of which were to be replaged 
as soon as possible with caterpillar tractors. Al of 
our other artillery was being motorized as rapidly as 
conditions permitted. 

“Three of the outstanding lessons of the wa »: First, 
the tremendous use of ammunition; second, the deyelop- 
ment of special ammunition such as the gas shell, and 
third, the great increase in mobility and striking power 
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whi ; given artillery by the advent of heavy railway 
rtilery, motor traction and especially the caterpillar 
tractor. ‘The last is probably the greatest of all. ‘The 
size of cannon and the supply of ammunition will cease 
to depend upon the muscle of the horses and will, to a 
r extent than ever. before, be independent of the

eis. The offensive power of the artillery has been 
enormously increased and with the advent of tractors, 


anks and self-propelled gun mounts able to negotiate 
pret five feet or more deep, it is not far fetched to 
imagine an army equipped with hundreds of armored

ELECTRIC PROPULSION OF U.S.S. TENNESSEE. 

The Navy Department on Oct. 30, 1920, announced 
that the U.S.S. Tennessee on Oct. 24, while making a 
vovage at sea from New York to Hampton Roads, devel- 
1 come trouble with one of her main electric genera- 
to which required ner to returit to the navy yard at 
New York to make repairs, which should be accomplished 
within a few weeks. The following official facts concern- 
ing the motor trouble were also announced. 

Reports from the preliminary investigations state that 
the casualty was caused by damage to the field winding 
wires on the end of the motor of one of the main genera- 
tors. ‘Chese coils of wire came in contact with the stud 
on the end plate, which, apparently due to rubbing and 
friction, finally -wore away the installation of the wire 
and made an electrical ground on that part of the cir- 
cuit. A technical board of officers was ordered in session 
on the U.S.S. Tennessee to investigate the responsibility 
for defect in the machinery and to determine 
whether or not the Government or the contractors who 
built the machinery were responsible. It is reported that 
th epairs of this machinéry could have been accom- 
plished by the ship’s foree, but it was decided that they

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U.S.S. Pocauontas 1n Wortp War. 

Lieut. Comdr. Micajah Boland, Med. Corps, U.S.N., 
who served in the U.S.S. Pocahontas in the World War, 
has prepared a “History of the War Activities of the 
U.S.S. Pocahontas” and issued it in a handsome folio 
which will be read with special interest by those who 
were in that ship, while it will also engage the atten- 
tion of otiers in the Service. Commander Boland ex- 
plains in a prefatory note that “the facts set forth in 
this history are taken from the North German Lioyd 
records, the ship’s log, the engine room log, the rough 
and smooth medical journals, ship’s files and from notes 
made by myself, notes obtained from various sources on 
the ship and from memory.” The Pocahontas, which be- 
fore was the German passenger steamship Prinzess Lrene, 
of the North German Lloyd Line, was seized at Hoboken, 
N.J., in May, 1917, by Presidential order. She was re- 
named Pocaliontas and went ‘into couimission at the New 
York Navy Yard as a ship of the U.S. Navy on July 25, 
i917.* The history relates in detail the daily happenings 
to the vessel and of those on board, bot iring her yoy- 
as a transport to British and French ports and 
in waters near New York and at Newport 
The claim is made that the Pocahontas “has 
distinction of being the only transport at- 
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tacked by an enemy submarine, by gunfire.” This was 
on May 2, 1918, while under way from [Brest bound for 
Newport News. The book is accompanied by a number 
of photographs. Commander Boland is on duty at the 
U.S. Naval Training Station, Naval Operating Base, 
Hampton Roads, Va. 





HEALTH CONDITIONS AMONG TROOPS. 

Health conditions among troops in the United States 
are excellent, according to reports received in the office 
of the Surgeon General for the week ending Oct. 22, 
though the admission and non-effective rates are slightly 
higher than in the preceding week. There is an increase 
in the number of new cases of some of the epidemie dis- 
eases, but most of these are sporadic and are reported 
from different stations with no indication of appearing 
in epidemic form except at Camp Jackson where eleven 
new cases of measles are reported. There were five new 
cases of pneumonia during the week, one from each of 
the following stations: Camps Dix, Meade, Pike, Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, and the 9th Corps Area. Malaria 
again shows an increase, twenty-four new cases being 
reported against nineteen last week. Camp Pike and the 
8th Corps Area each report five admissions for this dis- 
ease. The 8th Area reports three admissions for diph- 
theria. There were thirteen new cases of measles re- 
ported during the week, eleven of which were from Camp 
Jackson. Camp Custer reports one admission for scarlet 

vcs. There were eleven deaths from diseases reported, 
hi of which were due to tuberculosis. The health con- 
ditions among the American Forces in Germany ¢on- 
tinue satisfactory. The admission and non-effective rates 
are practically the same as last week. There were three 
new cases of pneumonia, five of diphtheria, one of infiu- 
enza, and two of mumps reported during the week. There 
was one death from disease. 
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New York STATE VOTES FoR BONUS. 

The proposition to issue $45,000,000 in bonds by the 
state of New York to provide a bonus for every New 
Yorker who served in the World War in the Army, or 
Navy, the Marine Corps, up to and including the rank of 
captain in the Army or lieutenant commander in the 
Navy, or as 2 female nurse, which was submitted to the 
voters of the state on Nov. 2, it is reported, was adopted 
by a majority of about 500,000. Official announcement 
of the result of the vote will not be made until after. 
Noy. 9, the Secretary of State having to survey the bal- 
lots before that time. All war veterans specified are 
to receive $10 per month for each month of service, no 
person, however, to receive more than $250. One of the 
unusual features of the bill providing for the benus stipu- 
lates that out of the amount raised by the bond issue is 
to be created a fund to take care of the permanently dis- 
abled veterans and of the dependents of those who were 
killed. The bulk of this fund will be composed of those 
bonuses refused by men not disabled, and who surrender 
their rights to the financial grants in favor of their less 
fortunate comrades. 
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DescrRIPTIVE PAMPHLET OF PorRTSMOUTH Navy Yarp. 
Chaplains C. M. Charlton, H. E. Rountree, A. J. Hays 
and T. F. Regan, U.S.N., attached to and serving ‘at 
the Portsmouth (N.H.) Navy Yard and station, which 
has been the home port of many historic ships of the 
Navy and their erews, have prepared an illustrated pam- 
phlet which, as they explain, “expresses their common 
voice and is directed in co-operative service.” A brief 
history of the Piscataqua and the present site of Ports- 
mouth is given, reciting its settlement in 1623 and the 
location of a navy yard there in 1806. Interesting facts 
about the yard are given, among them that Capt. John 
Paul Jones commanded the U.S.S. Ranger, which was 
built at Badger’s Island, Portsmouth, in 1877.

RETIREMENT OF Cot. EDWARD ANDERSON, 


Col. Edward Anderson, Cav., U.S.A., will be retired 
from active service Nov. 19, 1920, at his own request 
after thirty-six years’ service.

IN PRAISE OF WEST POINT ATHLETICS. 


Writing from West Point Grantland Rice in his 
“Sportlight” column in the New York Tribune says: 

“Once in a rare while a perfect but impossible dream 
suddenly becomes true. A perfect but hitherto impos- 
sible dream has suddenly come true at West Point. It 
is the perfection of the finest athletic system ever put 
forward at any institution in the world—a complete an- 
swer to the old charge that under our modern system 
only a few select specialists that don’t need it are given 
a chance at our various sports. 

“When a man leaves West Point now, do you know 
what different games each individual will have been 
taught te play—-what each individual will have learned 
with at least a fair amount of thoroughness? Here are 
a few: Football, baseball, soccer, lacrosse, tennis, boxing, 
wrestling, feucing, rowing, track athletics. There you 
have the soul of the new West Point system in a few 
lines: To ground each cadet in the rudiments of twelve 
or fourteen leading sports, to make these sports compul- 
sory for every man at the Point, and thereby, in place 
of developing a few special stars, to develop the greatest 
collection of all-around athletes in all training history. 

“Other institutions have tried out the plan of making 
each man take up some sport. The result was a collec- 
tion of specialists. Here we have each man taking up 
every sport in the course of his work and all under com- 
petent instruction. Here each man is grounded in the 
fundamentals of each sport first and then put into active 
competition later on. He may know nothing about foot- 
ball, baseball, lacrosse or soccer when he enters the acad- 
emy. He may not like these games or he may think that 
he is not physically built to play them. But he hasn’t 
any choice when this requisition reaches each company 
commander: ‘Send to-day twenty football players, twenty 
soccer players, fifteen lacrosse players, ten tennis players, 
fifteen baseball players.’ No one is let out. The star 
football player must take the full athletic course just as 
the others do. He will not leave the Point as any foot- 
ball or baseball specialist. He will leave fully equipped 
to play or direct twelve or fourteen leading games. 

“Only a perfect directing organization with a perfect 
system could have made this possible. Fortunately the Mil- 
itary Academy had the two rare geniuses needed to carry 
this plan through—Brig. Gen. Douglas MacArthur and 
Col. Herman J. Koehler, two men out of a century for 
the work. General MacArthur, who at one time com- 
manded the 42d Division in France, is a brilliant officer, 
blessed with youth, brains, ability and the knack of Jead- 
ership. He is a practical man with a vision, an en- 
thusiast who refuses to be stopped by any barrier. Colo- 
nel Koehler is the officer who directed the physical train- 
ing of 250,000 officers and enlisted men during the World 
War. He has no equal at this work. In addition to 
being a master at detail, his enthusiasm for the idea was 
also unbounded. And when you get two practical en- 
thusiasts on a job, with such assistants as Major Phil 
Hayes and Lieut. Elmer Oliphant, there can be only one 
answer. . 

“That answer will be 1,000 men this year who will 
have a better groundwork, a better foundation, in the 
way of all-around athletic development than any one 
ever thought possible before. It will mean after this that 
each graduate, broadened mentally and physically in the 
great democracy of sport, will be able to play and in- 
struct in a greater number of games than the greatest 
all-around athletes at Yale, Harvard, Princeton, Michi- 
gan, or anywhere else. These men will leave the acad- 
emy not only better off in a physical way, but with a 
finer co-ordination brought about and a far broader 
vision. ‘They will be more than officers who can drill a 
company; they will also be physical directors who will 
know how to handle and direct all company s,orts and 
who in this way will be brought in much closer contact 
with their men.”

In the “Society Column” of the 
Ledger, Capt. Irving Compton, intelligence 
Camp Benning, Ga.. finds an amusing comment on the 
housing situation as it affects Army people.

AIR FLIGHTS 


Remarkable Flight by Lieutenant Austin. 
Lieut. Charles B. Austin, Air Ser., U.S.A., who on 
Oct. 6, alone in a remodeled DeHaviland-4B airplane, 
left Panama for Washington, D.C., a flight of 2,43 
miles, 1,350 of which would be oversea flying, but who 


was compelled by stress of weather to turn back. 
been commended by the Chief of Air Service. ) 
Gen. Charles T. Menéher sent this message: “The Chie 
of Air Service extends to Lieutenant Austin congratula- 
tions and appreciation of gallant effert against great odds 
in attempting flight to Jamaica.” In a machine built for 
land flying and without radio equipment Lieutenant Aus- 
tin started across the Caribbean Sea for a straightaway 
flight of 650 miles to Jamaica. He left France Field, 
Panama, at 6:25 a.m., Oct. 6, returning to the field 
after ten and one-half hours’ in the air. He had com- 
pleted more than 400 miles of the hazardous trip when 
he ran into a heavy storm and battled for hours trying 
to rise above it, but finally was compelled to return to 
his base with a damaged propeller, which, it is stated, 
looked as though it had been chopped with a hatchet. 
For a solo flight this performance is unique in the an- 
nals of flying. Lieutenant Austin enlisted in the Air 
Service in October, 1917, and received his flying training 
at Rich and Ellington Fields. He served overseas with 
the 140th and 92d Night Bombardment Squadrons. 


Service Airplanes Unable to Continue Flights. 

The Panama Canal Record of Oct. 13 says: “All three 
of the Service airplanes that started from France Field, 
Cristobal, C.Z., in the morning of Oct. 6 to fly to Kings- 
ton, Jamaica, one with the intention of continuing to 
Washington, were forced by a severe storm over the 
Caribbean Sea, south of Jamaica, to return to the Isth- 
mus. The two naval planes, equipped with radio, were 
warned of the storm from Cristobal and returned after 
getting out about 200 miles. The Army plane, piloted 
by Lieut. Charles B. Austin, with Washington, D.C., as 
his final destination, was not equipped with radio and 
ran into the storm when about 400 miles out. The pilot 
attempted to drive through it, but trouble with his pro- 
peller compelled him to give it up, and he struck back 
for Cristobal, arriving there at approximately 4:20 p.m. 
He had been flying continuously for ten hours and 
twenty-five minutes, and had traveled about 900 miles. 
While the flights were unsuccessful in reaching the goal, 
they are considered successful in experiment. For sev- 
eral months the naval air station has been securing and 
recording data on ajr currents and storms over this sec- 
tion, and the observations made are of value not only to 
aviation but to shipping.

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PROMPT ARMY JUSTICE. 


That the United States Army. will promptly and se- 
verely punish men who commit serious criminal offenses, 
and that it will not be a safe dumping ground for-crimi- 
nals who may, enter it through some. bubterfuge, ‘is 
clearly emphasized in the case of an enlistefl man re- 
cently tried by a G.C.M. at Camp Dix, N.J. The case. 
in question is that of Private Harry Gordon, Co. K, 
28th Infantry, 1st Division, who was tried‘on Qct. 18, 





1920, ‘for an offense committed on Oct. 16, and ‘as ~ 


shown in G.C.M.O., 149, Oct. 18, 1920, ist Division, ,U. 
§.A., was found guilty of the following: Robbing a 
citizen named Thomas Goggins, of Pemberton, N-J., in 
that town on Oct. 16 of $20, and then beating him on 
the head with a pistol. Private Gordon was séntenced 
to dishonorable. discharge with loss of all pay and al- 
lowances and to confinement at hard labor for ‘fifteen 


years. The sentence was approved and the penitentiary 
at Atlanta, Ga., named as the.place of confinement. 

Major Gen. Charles P. Summerall, commanding the ist 
Division at Camp Dix, in officially commenting on this 
court-martial, says: 

“In publishing the approved action of the court in 
this case the reviewing authority feels constrained: to 
point out that this man was only received in the mili- 
tary Service about a month ago upon wilful and false 
representation by people beyond the reach of military 
law, and that by this aid he was able to establish be- 
fore the recruiting officer what has proven to be a ficti- 
tious reputation as a law-abiding citizen. It was solely 
by his soldier status that he was able to obtain the wel- 
come and enjoy the hospitality of a peace-loving commu- 
nity, which he abused by feloniously assaulting and rob- 
bing one of its members. These men who misled the 
recruiting officer and made the false representations 
which secured his acceptance for the military service 
must be viewed as accessories to the crimes committed 
by him. 

"“Tt must be clear from the action in this case that 
the Army cannot be depended upon as a refuge and 
dumping ground for criminals. ‘The result in the in- 
stant case supports that determination and while. press- 
ing it upon the ciyil community aS #n assurance of pro- 
tection, it is hoped that it may also reach and serve as 
a warning to those approaching the threshold. of the 
Army and indelibly impress upon them that, should ‘the 
stimulating and simylating influences that flow from 
the morale that has always marked and distinguished 
the 1st Division, be not strong enough to suppress in- 
stinctive desires te-dé violence against the property or 
upon: the person ofothers, the precedent for télerity of 
prosecution and certainty of just punishment that char-

TRANSPORTATION OF RETIRED OrFicers’ DEPENDENTS. 
A retired officer, who has a wife or dependent child 
or children, when called under competent orders from 
his home to active duty at a permanent station is not 
entitled to the benefits of Sec. 12 of the Pay Increase 
act of May 18, 1920. Upon the relief of such retired 
officer from the active duty to which assigned he is not 
entitled to the benefits of the same section of the Pay 
Increase act in returning to his home orders. 
‘These decisions of the Comptroller are gre in re to 
two questions asked by the Secretary of War on points 
su in connection with the claim of Lieut. Col, C. 
M. Bunker, U.S.A., retired, for reimbursement of cost 
of transportation of his wife from the military station, 
New York, N.Y., where he was on active duty, to the 
military station, Greensboro, N.C. Colonel Bunker was 
placed on the retired list of the Army on July 1, 1920, 
as lieutenant colonel, and was immediately ass to 
active military duty in New York city, from which sta- 
tion he was ordered to Greensboro. As to Colonel Bun- 
ker’s claim for transportation for his wife 
York city to Greensboro the Comptroller states: “Upon 
the presentation of evidence th 
his statements he is entitled to reimbursement in a sum 
not exeeeding that which it would have cost the Govern- 
ment if transportation had been furnished at public ex- 
pense.” The general statement is added: “Nothing in

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SHORTAGE OF OFFICERS. 


Army officers in Washington, on duty in the offi 
of the chiefs of branches of the Serviee, are concerned 
over the shortage in the commissioned personne! of the 
Regular Establishment. While many abl> and cfficicnt 
officers were obtained as the result of ths July examina- 
tions, nevertheless the Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artil- 


lery, Coast Artillery Corps and Corps of Enginser 

still far below their authorized strengths. The commis- 
missioned strength of the Army on Oct. 20, 1920, shows 
that the Field Artillery still lacks 764 ofticers, or is 42 


per cent. below strength. The Corps of Engincers was 
short on that date 118 officers, or 20 per cont. below 
strength. In the Infantry the shortage totaled 231, or 
5% per cent. The Coast. Artillery was 49 below its re- 
quired quota, or 4 per cent. These figures also disclose 


that there is a preponderarice of field oficers in several 
of the branches of the Service while in 3 there is a 
shortage of field officers. ‘This unlooked for 
been the cause. of considerable embarrassment to -t 
chiefs of the various arms. It felt that there 
should be a general distribution of the field grades in 
order that every branch may function properly, and 
especially at this time when there is such an abundance 
of training and preparation to be accomplished in all the 
combatant arms of the Service.

OBSCURING IDENTITY OF ARMY UNITS. 


An important incident of Army reorganization under 
the act of June 4, 1920, to which apparently few mili- 
tary men have given thought, is in regard to the loss 
of-identity of the old Regular Army units. That is pre- 
dicted as bound to come as a result of the flexibility of 
the new Army organized as the President shall direct, as 
the new law Under so liberal a plan the 
preservation of the identity and historical continuity of 
Army units can have little influence upon the plan of 
organization encouraged in the new law, and the Secre- 
tary of War may obliterate or so obscure the identity 
of a unit that it will be lost completely. Pride in the 
unit was, and is, a great asset in the upbuilding and 
maintenance of morale, and the esprit of a unit 
founded partially in organization tradition. Because 
the Army has been rendered so flexible by the new law, 
there is danger that the spirit engendered by pride in 
unit may be completely broken down. 

Observant officers have already seen the 
this loss of identity in the recent order organizing the 
42d Infantry. Only the officers of this unit are retained.

At the same time the men 
of the old 42d, used as replacements ec): ere, are the 
victims of disintegration, over which thx ive no e 
trol, and in them there must be a r val of spirit 
through attachment to their new units. ‘hese, in turn, 
might suffer the same fate which befell the 42d, in cou 
of time. 

Because of the positive danger of obliteration of unit 
identity, there is among officers who approve of the act 
of June 4, 1920, as a whole, sincere regret that this 
act did not retain Sec. 2 of the National Defense act 
and so amend it that the numerical designation of 


Regular Army units could be preserved to a certainty. 
That is, to have provided so many fixed units for each 
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of the. combatant arms. There is a feeling that in the 
elasticity given the new Army there is granted such a 
liberality ef action in organ‘zation that thought for the 
unit will be overlooked in the making of the whole. 
Changes in’ designation and personnel are of course 
nothing new and may be inevitable, but in them there 

bound to come a destruetion of tradition such as fol- 
lowed the law of 1901 which erased the historical con- 
tinuity of Coast Artillery units and in its stead adopted 
the system of numbered units from one up, each assigned 
to “Coast Deferses of Manila and Subic Bay,” or “Coast 
Defenses of the Chesapeake,” ete. 
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THE AIR SERVICE RESERVE. 

There has been coming to the attention of the Army 
Air Service, through letters and eriticisms which are 
finding their way into print, a considerable wave of d's- 
entisfaction existing among the Air Service Reserve. 
Much of this is due, apparently, to impatience on the 
part of the Reserve aviators because they must neces- 
sarily wait upon the organization of the Army. Many 
of the Reserve aviators appear to believe that they might 
be given some activities pending approval and publica- 
tion of the tables of organization, forgetting that this 
important problem must be solved in a way which. will 
yesult in a co-ordination of all the components of the 
Army. So far as possible facilities have been afforded 
the Reserve fiiers to continue training in the air, and 
that these facilities have not been available to all, and 
particularly Reserve fliers remote from a flying field, 
must net be marked against the Army. The Air Service 
had a plan. for the utilization of some sixteen fields so 
located as to make easy travel from within the sections 
the fields were to accommodate. The plan also em- 
braced supplying these fields with a minimum of per- 
sonnel and sufficient heavier-than-air machines for the 
training of the Reserve personnel in each section. The 
fields had been laid out by progressive municipalities and 
were to be leased to the Army for a nominal rental. 
Congress, hewever, passed a law prohibiting the War De- 
partment. from purchasing or leasing additional land, 
and as d‘result this plan had to be laid aside. At the 
forthcoming short session of Congress an amendment to 
the law will be sought to make it possible for the Army 
Air Service to put its plan for Reserve training into 
force, and it is hoped that favorable action will be given. 
Should Gongress see how the law effectually prevents the 
Reserve fliers from keeping fit because of non-access to 
fields and airplanes, to say nothing of the enconomy 
afforded by minimum rail travel and nominal cost of 
fields, there is no question that the Air Service plan will 
be put into effect immediately the sought-for amendment 
is approved. 

The fact that both airplanes and pilots are in need of 
replacement to a greater extent than replacement in any 
other branch of the Army is gradually being appreciated 
by members of the Committees on Military Affairs. At 
Air Service headquarters the interests of the Reserve 
officers are a matter of concern. They are receiving con- 
stant attention and there is a hope that in a short time 
there may be allotted to the Chief of Air Service several 
Reserve officers on active duty at his office to handle the 
detail of the Air Service Reserve. It is believed that 
such officers would represent the point of view of the 
Reserve officers and be extremely helpful in overcoming 
misunderstanding which very often leads to unsound 
criticism. With the adoption of tables of organization 
for the Army the Air Service Reserve Corps can expect 
that action will be forthcoming which will supply the 
activities that have been lacking. 
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NOTES OF THE NAVY. 
Sclection of Pacific Navy Yard Sites. 

The joint Congressional committee appointed to in- 
vestigate locations for navy yards on the Pacific coast 
will meet shortly in San Francisco. Admiral R. FE. 
Coontz, Chief of Naval Operations, accompanied by Rear 
Admiral C. W. Parks, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks, and Lieut. Comdr. H. W. Hill, aid to the Chief 
of Naval Operations, left Washington on Nof. 4 for San 
Francisco, where they will be joined by Rear Admiral 
W. L. Capps and accompany the committee on its inves- 
tigations. The first sites to be looked over will be two 
on San Francisco bay. The committee is composed of 
Senators L. H. Ball (chairman), H. W. Keyes, Miles 
Poindexter, T. J. Walsh and Key Pittman, and Repre- 
sentatives Fred A. Britten, Lemuel P. Padgett, Patrick 
H. Kelley, F. C. Hicks and Daniel J. Riordan.

Navy Re-cnlistment Gratuity Near End. 

Nov. 17 is the final day for re-enlistment in the U.S. 
Navy with continuous service privileges for men who 
have remained out of the Service for periods up to one 
year. A man discharged from the Navy who re-enlisis 
within one year from the date of his discharge, but not 
later than six months after May 18, 1920, is allowed a 
gratuity by law of two, three or four months’ pay, de- 
pending on the length of the term for which he re-enlists, 
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His pay is also increased with each re-enlistment. The 
period which may elapse after his discharge before this 


- offer becomes void: was formerly four months. In the 


act of May 18, 1920, Congress extended the time from 
four months to ons year, the act providing that this 
offer would expire in six months. Nov. 17 is the last 
day. Navy authorities are highly gratificd that for the 
period between May“18, the date of the passage of the 
Pay Increase act, and Oct. 1 re-enlistments reached. a 
total of 8,850, or nearly 1,700 a month. This result, to- 
gether with the fact that first enlistments in the Navy 
have maintained an average of 2,000 a week, is re 
garded as indicating that the liberal provisions of the 
law were appreciated throughout tLe country. 
Bencfits of Four-Year Enlistment in Navy. 

A correspondent requests that it be pointed out what 
is the meaning of “proportionate benefits” accruing to 
men of the Navy upon discharge and re-enlistment as 
provided in Sec. 7, Naval Appropriation act of June 4, 
1920, and adds: “Kindly give the men who enlisted for 
four years in the Navy some points of argument against 
those who enlisted for two years. The latter can ship 
over when their cruise is up, get shipping over money, 
wear a hash mark, get preference in whatever they want 


to ship for, and get out on their four years’ service just | 


a few months later than the four-year men. Or they 
can get an honorable discharge at the end of their two 
years. Another benefit is the leave they get between the 
two two-year cruises. What can the four-year man say 


against such argument?” The point is that the man re-_ 


enlisting for four years will at that time receive four 
months’ pay, and in addition, during the entire period 
of enlistment, he gets the full benefit of extra pay allowed 


for'a United States citizen re-enlisting, and for continu-” 


ous service. The man re-enlisting for two years re- 
ceives only one-half of the foregoing items. . The princi- 
pal difference is that the four-year man will, for the 
period of two-years,: reeeive the full benefit of citizenship 
and continuous service money before the two-year mau 
will become entitled to the full amount. The foregoing 
explains “proportionate benefits.” The enlistment stripe 
goes with each re-enlistment after an enlistment .ter- 
minates by reason of expiration of contract. It is prob- 
able that instructions covering the entire subject of ser- 
vice stripes will issue from the Navy Department soon, 
for it is obviously necessary that some uniformity in this 
matter -be adopted in view of the two, three and four- 
year terms of enlistment. 
Weekly Census of the Navy. 

The strength of the U.S. Navy for the week ending 
Nov. 1 included a ‘grand total of 149,780 officers and 
men. There were 11,931 Regular and Reserve officers, 
warrant officers and midshipmen; and 117,815 Regular 
and Reserve men. There were 476 men in the Nurse 
Corps. The shortage in the enlisted personnel of the 
Navy, based on the authorized strength, was 28,667; and 
in the Marine Corps 9,065. 
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ARMY NOTES. 
Emergency Officers to be Discharged. 


The War Department intends to hasten the separation 
of emergency officers from the Service and in all likeli- 
hood few will .be. retained after Dec. 15. A change of 
policy was communicated to The Adjutant General on 
Nov. 4 to be communicated to corps area commanders 
and it’ will be effective at once. No -further travel or 
changes :of;. station of emergency officers will be ordered, 
except wher specifically authorized. by the War Depart- 
menfein exceptional cases. With the exceptidw of changes 
of station for. the. purpese .of .discharge,. under. Par. 6, 
Circular No. 229, W.D., 1920, request for change of sta- 
tion will not be approved by the War Department unless 
it is certified that the travel directed is absolutely nec- 
essary for the public ‘service. © Effective Dec. 1 so much 
of Circular 229 as permits changes of station of emer- 
gency officers for purposes of discharge is revoked. On 
and after Dec. 1 emergency officers will be discharged at 
their stations. Those desiring to take advantage of the 
present_regulations for the purposes of discharge must 
be discharged on or before Noy.- 30: - Par. 6, Circular 
No. 229 provides that “leaves of absence will not be 
granted by the War Department to officers about to be 
discharged. Officers discharged by way of punishment, 
for inefficiency or for the purpose of accepting permanent 
appointment will be discharged at their stations. Other 
officers may be discharged either at their sta- 
tions or at a military station near their point of entry 
into the Service to which they are entitled to travel pay. 
Officers will not be discharged while on leave of absence, 
but must be at the station at which discharge is effec- 
tive on the date of discharge.” 

Officer-Candidatcs for Appointment. 

For the 1,948 officer-candidates for appointment au- 
thorized to take the examinations held during the week 
of Oct. 25-30 it is expected at the War Department that 
reports from all the examining boards will be received 
this week. It is also expected that reports will show 
that practically all candidates took the examinations. 
he reports will go to the boards of review and then to 
the Final Selecting Board, and it is hoped that appoint- 
ments will be made before Dec. 1. The same instructions 
to appointees as were issued for appointments resulting 
from the July examinations have been adopted. On re- 
ceiving tender of appointment the appointee is to tele- 
graph The Adjutant General his acceptance or declina- 
tion of appointment within forty-eight hours. He will,

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on accepting, be granted fourteen days for reporting for 
duty. The notice of his appointment will give a tempo- 
rary assignment. ‘Subsequently the appointee will be 
permanently assigned on recommendation of the chief of 
the arm or branch or corps in which commissioned. The 
War Department urges appointees to be prompt in noti- 
fying The Adjutant General of acceptance or declina- 
tion, and to be certain that correct address is in posses- 
sion of The Adjutant General’s Office. 
Learning the Cause of Disqualification. 

Inguiries which have been coming to us indicate that 
there are numerous officer-candidates that were disquali- 
fied as a result of the July examinations for appointment 
in the Regular Army who desire to learn in what sub- 
jects they had failed and they ask if they may secure 
from’the War Department information to this effect. 
While the machinery of making appointments was in 
motion, it was of course inexpedient that inquiries of this 
nature should be satisfied, since a large rumber of offi- 
cers and civilian assistants were engaged®.in the work 
of expediting appointments. An inquiry by gq officer- 
candidate in person or by letter at The Adjutant Gen- 
cral’s Office now will diselose for his personal informa- 
tion in what points he had failed in the mental and pro- 
fessional examination, and the. report of his physical 
examination will also be made known to him., Obviously 
the applicant’s efficiency record will not be disclosed. 
Hence, those officer-candidates who failed of appointment 
may govern themselves in accordance with the foregoing 
information. ; 

Man Power of Nine Corps Ayeas.

Sales by Quartcrmaster Corps to Personnel. 


According to amendment to Army Regulations pro- 
posed by the Supply. Division, War Department General 
Staff, which will doubtless be approved by the War De- 
partment, sales of uniform clothing, accouterments and 
equipment at cost price for cash by the Quartermaster 
Corps are to be authorized. The amendment to Army 
Regulations, if approved, will authorize sales to the fol- 
lowing: Officers and warrant officers of the Army, offi- 
cers of the National Guard and National Guard Re- 
serve when in the Federal Service, members of the Offi- 
cers’ Reserve Corps when on active duty, cadets at the 
U.S. Military Academy, contract surgeons, members of 
the Army Nurse. Corps,.-Army field clerks and field 
clerks, Q.M.C., and postal agents, chauffeurs and other 
civilians having a status recognized by the War De- 
partment as part of the expeditionary forces sent to for- 
eign countries; provided, the supplies. are available. 
Other Quartermaster supplies will be sold at cost price 
for cash to messes operated for the benefit of the fore- 
going, to post exchanges and to persons authorized to 
purchased subsistence stores under Paragraph 1239, A. 
R. Reasonable quantities of subsistence stores will be 
sold at cost price for cash to Officers and enlisted men 
of the Army, Nayy, Marine Corps and Coast Guard on 
active service or retired list; commissioned officers of 
the Public Health Service, contract surgeons, members 
of the Army Nurse Corps, Army field clerks and field 
clerks Q.M.C., members of the Officers’ Reserve Corps 
when on active duty, officers and enlisted men of the 
National Guard and National Guard Reserve when in 
the Federal. Service, to members of the immediate fam- 
ily of the foregoing during their absence, upon written 
authorization to the Quartermaster; hospital matrons 
stationed within military posts or when serving with 
troops in the field; female telephone operators, postal 
agents, chauffeurs and other civilians authorized for 
service abroad as part of expeditionary forces; civilians 
employed with the Army at statioys so located as_to 
make the purchase of subsistence supplies from civilian 
agencies impracticable, and honorably discharged offi- 
cers and enlisted men of the Army, Navy, Marine Corps 
and Coast Guard receiving medical treatment from the 
Tublic Health Service. Sales will be made only after 
proper identification and upon certificate that the stores 
are for personal or family use. Sales paid for within 
the calendar month in which made will be regarded as 
cash sales. If not paid for on or before the tenth of

of June’ 4, 1920, the tactical plan will probably provide 
for eleven Regular Army divisions, nine of Infantry and 
two of. Cavalry, and twenty National Guard Divisions. 
The strength of the Regular Army division of Infantry 
will appreximate 19,384, or 892 officers and 18,492 men, 
and the strength of the Cavalry division 6,620,. or 340 
officers and 6,280 men. In reference to the preparation 
of tables of organization officers on duty with the War 
Department General Staff stated that since the work is 
the most important of its character in the history of the 
Army, and as the act of June 4, 1920, inaugurated a 
new system of organization for the U.S. Army, the de- 
tail embraced in preparing tables of organization had re- 
quired very é¢areful proceduré. It is now expected that 
the approved ‘tables will be ‘available at some™time in 
November. ‘The National Guard reorganization will 

robably provide for two National Guard divisions of 
nfantry in each corps area and one Cavalry division. 
In addition the tentative plans show that there will be 
three training ‘cadres in each corps area, largely made up 
of Organized Reserves. 

In the organization pian the machine gun battalion 
as a separate unit of an Infantry brigadé has been 
abandoiied. “ Hereafter’ an’ Infantry ‘regiment will have 
two rifle companies and one machine gun company in 
each battalion: The War Department has also given 
approval to tables of units for a typical field army of 
three corps, containing eleven divisions—nine of Infan- 
try and two of Cavalry—with a brigade of Infantry 
(colore’) and proportionate corps, army and general 
headquarters reserve and attached troops.

MONTHLY ARMY MORALE REPORTS. 


Brig. Gen. Chase W. Kennedy, U.S8.A., commanding 
the Panama Canal Department, with a view to reducing 
the clerical work involved in making out the monthly 
morale reports required by the War Department, and 
without impairing their effectiveness, in Circular 78, 
Oct. 11, 1920, says, in part: 

“It is noted that in many instances both morale officers and 
commanding officers appear to have received an erroneous im- 
pression of the true function of these reports. They should 
not be regarded as a medium for voicing personal opinions at 
variance with definitely established polities, nor should com- 
ments that are in effect criticism of military supporters or 
their staff officers be included. Instances of the character of 
notations to be avoided are prrsonal ideas of additions to or 
changes in uniform, the establishment of hospitals at indi- 
vidual posts (the War Departinent having adopted the policy 
of general hospitalization and post infirmaries for this depart- 
ment), reparts of temporary conditions, such as. a shortage of 
certain sizes of — of uniform, etc... 

“TE must be ully understool that the morale officer is a 
post staff’ officer, and his chief function is to bring to the 
attention of the commanding officer morale conditions he be- 
lieves the latter should be conversant: with. If within his 
power to do,so,.appreprinte action will be taken by the com-

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INFANTRY SCHOOL OPENING EXERCISES.

Major Gen. William G. Haan, War Plans Division, 
War Department General Staff, spoke on national ée- 
fense, and emphasized the great need of well trained offi- 
cers qualified to act as staff officers in mobilizing the 
armies of the United States if such an emergency should 
arise.

Col. Paul R. Malone spoke on the mission of the In- 
fantry School, saying: “Since that day on which a rifle- 
man standing beyond the reach of the horseman’s lance 
sent a bullet erashing through the armor of the helmeted 
knight, Infantry has been supreme on the field of battle. 
Victory is ible only as a result of successful attack 
by the Infantry. A defensive attitude may delay or 
even prevent success by the enemy, but a decisive victory 
is possible only by the assumption of an offensive intel- 
ligently organized and efficiently led. The successful 
tactician of to-day must be able to anticipate the changes 
in Infantry formations resulting from changes in mod- 
ern arms and modern invention instead of waiting for 
the stacked-up American dead to announce to America 
the age-old truth that the successful formations of one 
war will be applicable only in modified form to the next.” 

In the afternoon a fine demonstration of a war strength 
Infantry battalion in attack assisted by tanks, airplanes, 
balloon and a platoon from the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice, was given by the school troops. The high Army 
officials visiting the camp and all the student officers and 
instructors were assembled on a selected spot from which 
they could’see every phase of the attack. Rocket signal 
started the atiack. The scouts were seen-to appear in 
the distance, coming over Maxey ridge—named after 
Lieutenant Colonel Maxey, U.S.A., who was killed 'at*’ 
Cantigny. General Gordon and other officers were ‘cou** 
gratulated on the excellence of the demonstration.

It involves also the primary element of public in- 
terest, the interest represented and presumably pro- 
jected by Congres It was in tho light of sueli distine- 
tions that ress provided, “or at least thought it 
was providing,’ for a mor: thorough determination of 
the question by a court of ivcuiry and a board of offi- 
veers, endowed with quasi-jud «ial funetions and placed 
presumably beyond departmental coutrol. “The deter- 
wination which bas a proper regard for the require- 
ments of publie interest and of private justice as wel) 
as for the considerations of mere professional judgment, 
can result only from procedure which is essentially judi- 
vial and independent. The department should do noth- 
ing, and with fair regard for the law ean do nothing, 
that militates against the fullest and fairest investiga- 
tion of a question in which public interest and private 
right so econenr., In the light of these considerations the 

edure of elimination should be examined.” 












Right lo Counsel, 


, Chiss B flicer is entitled to counsel, it is held, 
certainly from the moment he requests a court of in- 
quiry. The right to appear before a eourt of inquiry 
right to counsel; this by reason of express 
Fiaw (99 A.W.), and established as an in- 
‘essary to any fair and full hearing. So 
was it regarded by the House in considering this legis- 
lation. “Jt is now so well established as seldom or 
never to be brought into dispute that the right to coun- 
sel inheres from the very moment of the charge or im- 
putation, and that the right ineludes the right of coun- 
sel to the time to confer with the officer concerned, to 
collect and examine the evidence and to prepare the 
ease.” ‘The representations of counsel made as such, as 
in the procurement of evidence and in the course of 
preparing the ease, must be respected as those of the 
officer himself.

The action taken by the War Department (in the . 


ease in point), the brief continues, “is in violation of 
this fundamental right. Counsel, after setting forth 
iheir relationship to the officer concerned, expressly re- 
quested ‘in behalf of the officer’ to be furnished with 
copies of the oflicial records upon which the proposed 
classification was based and were promptly informed in 
a letter from The Adjutant General’s Office, ‘that it is 
not the policy of the’*War Department to furnish any 
eopies or records of officers that are on file in The Ad- 
jutant General's Office to any individual or individnals 
other than. the oflieer concerned.’. With due respect, it 
is submitted that such action is in flagrant violation of 
the fundamental. right to counsel and if persisted in 
must ultimately be found to vitiate the proceedings. It 
is almost unbelievable that such action was taken upon 
the advice of the law officers of the department.” 

The right to representation by-counsel, it is further 
argued, inheres as well in all the proceedings subsequent 
fo the court of inguiry. hese proceedings, as pre- 
scribed or made permissible by the statute, are as fol- 
lows: The review by final classification board; review 
upon order of the President; determination by a board 
of ‘officers whether the classification is due to neglect, 
misconduct or avoidable habits; it is believed also that 
upon questions of pure law the records of the court of 
inquiry, and likewise of the determination by the board 
of officers, are reviewable by tlie Judge Advoeate Gen- 
eral of the Army (A.W. 103, Sec. 1199 R,S8.).. “Undis- 
puted principles of law establishing the right to counsel, 
an officer who has undergone the inquiry has the right to 
be :represented -by counsel-in all the above phases of the 
proceedings, which right, of course, should be exercised, 
in the general case, by the preparation and filing, of a 
brief upon the record.” 

Right to Copy of Record. 

Che statute..“mandatorily. requires. that the officer 
classified _and his counsel shall be furnished with a full 
copy of the records upon which the proposed classifica- 
tion is based, and at a time. sufficiently in advance of 
the inquiry for them to make seasonable preparation 
for. it.’ The language of: the statute is: “In such 
eourt of inquiry he (the officer classified) shall- be fur- 
nished with a full copy of the official records upon which 
the proposed classification is based and shall be given 
an opportunity to present testimony in his own behalf.” 

This provision, the brief says, “is of the fundaments 
of the statute. Unless complied with the officer. not 
only is deprived of a knowledge of the basis of the in- 
quiry, but. denied a right of defense. Compliance with 
the mandate of such a statute can, in our i be 





enforced by a proceeding in mandamus brought in the 
courts of the District of Columbia. The department 
has violated the plain mandate of this statute of basic 
right. It admits that ‘the classification board took into 
consideration the entire written record of the officer 
concerned, which naturally included all favorable as 
well as all unfavorable records that may be on file in 
The Adjutant General’s Office.” And yet a copy of the 
nuniavorable portions. only of the record was furnished 
the officer. Phe department advises that it will not send 
copies of the favorable parte of the record at all, bt 


upon the request of the officer will send the originals to 
the court of inquiry, and in the presence of the court 
counsel and the officer concerned may examine them. 

“Can it be said that the conclusions of the classifiea- 
tion board were based only upon the unfavorable parts 
of the recornl? If so, the classification -was not a fair 
classification and the consideration which resulted in the 
classification was unworthy of the name. According to 
the statement of the department, the board considered 
‘the entire written record of the officer concerned, in- 
cluding all favorable as well as all unfavorable records,’ 
and then the department declines to furnish him with 
copies of the favorable portions. According to the plain 
letter of the statute, an officer is entitled to copies of 
all reeords cons‘dered by the classification board in com- 
ing to its conelusion, This requirement is pot met by 
furnishing the original records to the eourt of inguiry 
and allowing the cfficer and his counsel the restricted 
and ineffectual privilege of cousulting them in the physi- 
val presence of the court. 

“The officer is entitled to copies of all the records 
considered. These copies are made his by statute in 
order that he and counsel may confer upon them fully 
und freely, in or out of the presence of the court, use 
them as they see fit, before and after the inquiry, and 
retaining them, if need be, for further preparation of 
the ease in the proceedings subsequent to the eourt of 
inguiry. The phrase, ‘In sueh court of inguiry,’ does 
not mean that the officer is to be denied copies of the 
record until the very moment he presents himself before 
the court. ‘The ¢lear intent of the statute is that the 
ofticer shall be furnished with full copies of the official 
records for his use *in such court of inquiry.’ 

“What is true of the right of counse! is eqnally true 
of the equally fundamental right to withesses and evi- 
dence. The officer and his counsel should be furnished 
with full copies of all the reeords considered by the 
classification board, not at the very moment of trial, 
but in time to prepare for the trial, and they are to be 
furnished with copies to be retained by them in their 
own private possession for their fullest and freest use, 
not only at the trial, but before and after it. Jt is 
highly arbitrary and in violation of fundamenta!} right 
guaranteed by the statute to deny what the statute so 
plainly requires and to substitute therefor the limited 
and ineffectual privilege of inspecting the original in 
ihe physieal presenee of the court. 

“We submit.” the brief concludes, “that this statute 
which means so much to the Army, to every officer in 
the Army, and to the publie which supports the Army, 
should be exeeuted only with the utmost regard for the 
principles of law applicable to it. Otherwise, officers 
are bound to be unjustly treated and the interests of 
the publie made to suffer, with the net result to the 
Service that fairly efiei and experienced officers will 
he replaced by those whose only known quality is that

TILE ELECTION AND CABINET FORECASTS. 

In the national eleetion held on Nov. 2 U.S. Senator 
Warren G Harding, Republican, of Marion, Ohio, was 
elected President of the United States over Governor 
James M. Cox, Democrat, of Dayton, Olio, by a plurality 
extimated at 6,200,000. Governor Calvin Coolidge, Re- 
publican. of Massachuseits, received the nomination for 
Vice President over Franklin D. Roosevelt, Democrat, 
former Assistant Seerctary of the Navy. Among those 
whose names baye beon mentioned, in press discussion of 
the administration after March 4, 1921, as possible 
appointees to positions in President Harding’s cabinet 
are Gen. John ‘J. Pershing and Major Gen. Leonard 
Wood, U.S.A., and U.S. Senator James W. Wadsworth, 
jr, of New York, as Seeretary of War, while another 
suggestion made is that one of the two efficers may be 
appointed to this post and the other may be made Chief 
of Staff. A message from Marion dated Nov. 3 to the 
New York Times observes that “there have been no de- 
velopments on the surface in Marion to give any indi- 
cation of to just what extent Senator Harding will eon- 
sider these two officers’ qualifications.” ‘The New York 
Tribune says: “As Mr. Wadsworth has been re-elected to 
the Senate and ‘as heis chairman of the Senate Military 
Affairs Committee, it is not thought likely that he would 
desire to enter the Cabinet. The appointment of General 
Wood, it is thought, would be very happy, in that it 
would placate a considerable element of the party which, 
while it gave loyal support to Harding, as is very evi- 
dent from the election figures, never entirely recovered 
from its disappointment that Wood was not nominated 
for President. While holding a commission in the Army, 
General Wood is not a West Pointer and has had experi- 
enee outside the Army, so that the same objections which 
are usually urged against the appointment of an officer 
to cither the War or Navy portfolio would not Jie so 
strongly against him. As to his qualifications for the 
place, and particularly his judgment as to Army organ- 
ization questions, there is no question, the only objection 
raised being the old theory that it is bad to appoint an 
Army officer to this post because-he could scarcely fail 
to have personal friendships among Army officers which 
would be embarrassing.” 

‘To the list of possible selections for the portfolio of 
Secretary of War the New York World adds the name 
of George W. Wickersham, of New York city, who was 
Attorney General in the cabinet of President Taft from 
1909 to 1913. The correspondent who names Mr. Wick- 
ersham states he will be selected “unless Harding decides 
that wearing a uniform is not an insuperable objection 
to a«place in the Cabinet, in which case he may come 
back to General Wood or perhaps Pershing.” 

For Secretary of the Navy the name of former Senator 
John W. Weeks, of Massachusetts, is being mentioned. 
He served: in the Senate from 1913 to 1919. He is a 
graduate of the United States Naval Academy, appointed 
from New Hampshire, where he was born, and grad- 
uated June 21, 1877. c ! 
duty on the U.S.S. Richmond. . With fifty-nine other 
naval cadets he was honorably discharged from the Ser- 
vice on June 30, 1883, in accordance with the act of 
Congress of Aug. 2, 1882. In the war with Spain he 
first commanded a division of the Massachusetts Naval 
Brigade, with the rank of captain, later commanding the 
2d Division auxiliary U.S. naval force on the Atlantic 
coast. In 1896 he was a member of the Board-of Visitors 
to the Naval Academy. Referring to his possible ap- 
pointment, the New York Tribune says: “While a grad- 
uate of the Naval Academy, Senator Weeks is not em- 
barrassed by being classed as a naval officer, the usual 
theory being that the War and Navy Departments should 
be headed by civilians. He has had long experience in 
business and politics since the war with Spain. As a 
Senator he was not a member of the Committee on Naval 
Affairs simply because it is not traditional te allow any 
one state to have two men on the same committee, and 
Senator Lodge was at that time a virtually dominant 


His. service afloat included * 


force on the naval committee, of which he was the rank- 
ing Republican member. Although not a member of the 
committee, Senator Weeks always took the keenest in- 
terest in the Navy, and his yiews on various question$ 
brought up during discussion of the naval appropriation 
measures and building programs always commanded the 
closest attention from his colleagues. 

_The Tribune adds: “While the name of Rear Admiral 
Sims has been mentioned in connection with the Navy 
portfolio, it is generally thought that the logic all favors 
the selection of Mr. Weeks.” 

When Mr. Weeks was asked in. New York city on 
Noy. 4 if the report that he might be appointed Secre- 
tary of the Navy had any basis of truth, he is quoted as 
having replied: “That isn’t the only Cabinet - position.” 
Mr. Weeks’s name has also been mentioned in connec- 
tion with the Seecretaryship of the Treasury. 

Senator G. E, Chamberlain, Democrat, of Oregon, was 
defeated for re-clection by R. N.. Stansfield, Republican. 
The Tribune says: “The defeat of Senator Chamberlain 
will be a severe blow, not only to his colleagues on the 
Democratic side, but to the Republicans as well. It is 
probably the easiest part of the entire election blow to 
President Wilson. It was Chamberlain who denounced the 
War Department for its breakdown early in this coun- 
try’s participation in the war, and whose declaration that 
the department had almost ceased to funetion brought 
such a bitter denunciation from the President. Senator 
Chamberlain was chairman of the Committee on Military 
Affairs all during the war, and he was supported -in 
every one of his fights to bring about efficiency in the 
War Department by the Republican members of the com- 
mittee, as well as by three of the Democratie members, 
Senators Reed, Thomas and‘ Hitchcock.”

TABLET ‘TO JOHN PAUL JONES UNVEILED. 


Several thousand persons gathered in Potomac Park, 
Washington, D.C., on Oct. 30, to witness the ceremony 
of unveiling a bronze tablet on the statue of John Pau] 
Jones, under the auspices of the Sons of the American 
Revolution of the District of Columbia. Rear Admiral 
Colby M. Chester, U.S.N., presided, and in his opening 
address traeed the early history of the Navy. Miss. Sarah 
Watson, daughter of Rear Admiral John C. Watson, 
U.S.N., uncovered the tablet, which had been presented 
by the Navy Department. James H. Preston, president 
seneral of the Sons of the American Revolution, paid 
tribute to the great naval hero, as did Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy Gordon Woodbury. Two hundred ma- 
rines trom Quantico, Va., formed w guard of honor about 
ihe monument and sailors from small boats in the ad- 
jacent basin fired a salute as the tablet was unveiled by 
Miss Watson. In his address Mr. Woodbury said: 

issistant Secretary Woodbury’s Address. 

“We have gathered here to-day to mark in an appro- 
priate manner the birthday of the American Navy. ‘The 
date of that event is Oct. 30, 1775. It is so chosen be- 
cause on that date an act of Congress brought the Amer- 
ican Navy formally into being. But perhaps we might 
more fithy celebrate the second anniversary of its birth, 
the day on which our great Admiral took into hostile 
oceans our first ship flying for the first time the now 
historic flag of the United States. He sailed from Ports- 
mouth, N.U., on Oct. 31, 1777, in the Ranger. And, by 
the way, it is curious to note that she was first chris- 
tered Hampshire, her name being subsequently changed 
to Ranger. It may be well for us now in the days. of 
super-dreadnoughts of thirty-odd thousand tons burden 
to recall that the Ranger was of but 308 tons; only 116 
feet over all; her keel was but ninety-six feet; her beam 
twenty-eight feet. 

“Her day of sailing had been delayed for a short time 
in order that her captain, a comparatively unknown’ offi- 
cer, might carry to Franee the official dispatches of a 
most momentous event-—the surrender in the field of a 
Lritish general at the head of a great army and, more 
than all, to an American commander. The significance 
of this surrender was justly appreciated by our infant 
Government. It was believed that its moral effect in 
France would be very great and in that not only this 
tremendous event should be known to the Court of Louis 
XVIL., but that it should be known by the very best 
person who could be found for that purpose. Paui 





Jones was selected and his ship was detained long © 


enough for a courier to bring to him at Portsmouth the 
necessary dispatches. ‘These were written by Washing- 
ton and edited by Jefferson and produced a profound 
effect when read by the French king and his ministers. 

“Paul Jones was an extraordinary individual. He had 
had absolutely no early advantages) He lived but to 
forty-live years of age. He was slight of figure, swarthy 
of countenance, alert and quick in movement, but of tre- 
mendous physical strength. Everything that he was, 
that he said, that he did, was the result of self-educa- 

“tion, self-initiative, and self-help to a degree that was 
and still is unexampled in the history of great men, He 
went to sea as an apprentice in a merchant yessel when 
le was twelve years old. Yet he rose to be a master in 
his profession and a master of the spoken and written 
word nét only in his native English, but in French and 
in Spanish as well. He was conspicuous for his pol- 
ished. urbane and refined manners. . . . He was an 
admiral at thirty years of age. 

“The Ranger anchored in the Loire on Dee. 2, 1777, 
and Captain Jones proceeded to Paris with his dis- 
patehes. He remained in the city until January, when 
he brought the Ranger to Nantes and thoroughly over- 
hauled and refitted her. On Feb. 13, 1778, he arrived at 
Brest in the presence of the French Grand Fleet. Wish- 
ing to be sure of his ground, Jones sent a polite note to 
the commander of the division informing him that the 
Ranger flew the new American flag which had never yet 
been saluted by any foreign naval power and asked 
whether a salute if offered by him would be returned. 
He was told that it would. The next day when the 
Ranger sailed through the French fleet it received the 
same salute that was paid to the ships of the Dutch Re- 
public, that is, four guns less than that given to the rep- 
resentatives of a royal navy. This was the first salute 
to the Stars and Stripes by the guns of a foreign fleet. 
The Ranger lay at Brest nearly two months. : 

“On April 10, 1778, the nger went to sea on a 
cruise in English waters. She around the north- 
erly end of Ireland and off Carriekfergus fell in with the 
British sloop of war Drake, her superior in size, arma- 


ment and complement, and after a battle forced 
her to lower her flag in surrender. We almost feel 
with Admiral Jones the high pride with w after the 


surrender of the Drake he sailed into Brest with his 
prize under his lee to receive again the salute to his flag 
flying for the first time in recorded history over a Brit- 
ish man-of-war, superior in size, armament and - 
ment to her captor, and which yet had lowered her 

im @urrender. After imfinite difficulties he obtained from 
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the king of France the command of a razeed East India- 
man named the Duras. .In honor of his friend Benja- 
min Franklin Jones changed her name to Bon Homme 
Richard. There is mot time to give all the details of the 
famous fight off Flamberongh Head between the Richard 
and the Serapis. HWnough to say that after a masterly 
«'splay of seamanship Jones taid the Richard alongside 
and almost all night lomg the two vessels, lashed to- 
zether, fought te a finish under a clear August moon. 
here is mo recerd of an equally dramatic engagement 
at sea. The Serapis, again -his superier in size and in 
armament and in speed, had silenced all but two of the 
tichard’s guns. The treachery or weakness of a suith- 
ocdinate officer bad released seme two hundred British 
wrisoners he wes carrying under hatches. His ship was 
on tire. The tevrrifie battery of the Serapis had converted 
iis "tween decks inte a shambles. By chance of battle 
his flag was shet away. The fact was immediately 
1oticed and the British captain hailed to ask if he had 
surrendered. He reesived the now historie reply, “I 
tave net yet be&nn to fight.” When at last the Serapis 
surrendered ard it was clear the Jones ship could sur 
vive bet a shert tome, hastily removing his wounded and 
what was left ef his crew to his comquered antagunist, 
he staggered into port. 

“Time wonld fail me to tell ever hastily of all of his 
many diplematic and secial achievements. The Ameri- 
can Navy of te-day, at the full stride of its majestic 
powers, recogn zes with high pride its distinguished an- 
cestry. It bas always steered its course upon lines fixed 
by the example which Paul Jones was the first to set.”

A few exceptions to this principle are 
supposed to exist, but are largely mythical. The Fourth Class- 
men as a body accept this situation, and profess to find consola- 
tion in making the Fourth Class following them do as they 
ehave been done by. The basis of this vassalage exists in the 
timidity of the Fourth Classmen, who fear the consequences, 
official and physical, that the upper classmen may inflict upon 
them. When Capt. John H. Gibbons was Superintendent of 
the Academy, 1911-14, he was so indignant at the meekness 
with which plebes submitted to the indignities put upon them 
by upper classmen that he called a number of the Fourth Class- 
men before him and threatened them with punishment if they 
submitted to the injuries inflicted on them. 

The unusual honor of admitting an outsider to the member- 
ship of a class of midshipmen in the Academy has been con- 
ferred upon Lieut. Comdr. John Philip Sousa, who at a recent 
meeting of the Class of 1921 was unanimously elected an 
honorary member and voted a miniature class ring. This action 
of the First Class was taken to express the appreciation of the 
membership of the well-known composer for his composition 
of their swinging march, “Who’s Who in Navy Blue.”

Tlistory of the Fifth Division. 


It was just two years ago Oct. 20 that the 5th Division 
was about to be relieved after eleven days’ hard fighting in 
the Meuse-Argonne drive and Gencral Hines, then commander 
of the 3d Corps, issued a general order thanking the division 
for its part in the fight. ‘‘The difiiculties,’’ reads tie order, 
‘‘under which the 3d Corps has labored to improve its position 
have been numerous and great and the part the 5th Division 
took in establishing the present advantageous position of the 
corps is deeply appreciated by the corps commander, and he 
adds his congratulations to those of the Commanding General 
ef the Army for the vigorous and untiring efforts of the 
personnel thereof, whose resolution and fortitude are worthy 
of the best traditions of the American Army.’’ Six days later 
the 5th Division re-entered the Meuse-Argonne fight and did 
not come ont until after the signing of the armistice, having 
won for itself the title of the ‘‘Meuse’’ division, and it was 
the crossing of the Meuse River that gave the Red Diamond 
outfit its title to fame. ‘‘The feat of arms,’’ said General 
Pershing, ‘‘which marks especially the division’s nbility 2s a 
jig.ting unit was the crossing of the Meuse R'ver and the 
establishment of a bridgehead on the easterr ‘aak. ‘This 
operation was one of the most brilliant military feats in the 
history of the American Army in France.’’ 

The first steps toward organization of the 5th Division 
were taken by the War Department in November, 1917, and 
Camp Logan, Houston, Texas, was designated as the birth- 
place of the organization. Instructions were issued on Nov. 
24 for the transfer of enlisted men from Cavalry and Infantry 
regiments to Camp Logan for the formation of the trains. 
The regiments designated to form the 5th Division were the 
60th, 6lst, 6th and 11th In.antry, 19th, 20th and 21st Field 
Artillery and 7th Engineers. Brigading of the regiments was 
effected about Dec. 1. 5 

The 60th and 61st Infantry, in training at Camp’ Greene, 
N.C., had been organized at Gettysburg, Pa., from the old 
7th Infantry and brigaded into the 9th Infantry Brigade. 
The 6th and 11th Infantry were the. only old organizations 
included in the organization of the division. Their history 
dates back to these last days of the eighteenth century when 
our country increased its Army becanse of the probability of 
war with Napoleonic France. The 6th and 11th returned from 
service on the Mexican border and. were stationed at Camp 
Forest, Ga., and brigaded as the 10th Infantry Brigade. The

Bragg, N.C., was formed from the 19th, 20th and 21st Field 
Artillery Regiments 

To command the 5th Division, Major Gen. Charles H. Muir 
was releved from duty with the 81st Division at Camp Jack- 
son, 8.C., and ordered to proceed to Camp Logan, Texas. 
General Muir arrived at Logan about the middle of December, 
but was in command only one day, when he was ordered to 
Camp Hancock, Ga., to assume command of the 28th Division 
there. General MeMahon later assumed command and carried 
the division to France, and the Red Diamond was adopted as 
the division insignia in January, 1918. 

Inasmuch as the Sth Division had never been assembled its 
movement overseas was piecemeal. Feb. 24 the first advance 
detachments of the Artillery and Infantry regiments preceded 
their outfits overseas, the organizations undergoing intensive 
training, and the headquarters of the division were estab- 
lished, with a majority of the units mobilized at Le Havre, 
France, on the first day of May, 1918. From Le Havre the 
outfit went to Bar-sur-Aube and remained only a short time, 
. undergoing intensive training, for on May 31 ‘the first real 
field order was issued directing the division to move toward 
the front. The first sector occupied was Anould, followed in 
close succession by the occupation of the St. Die sector, and 
it was in this sector that the Red Diamond was booked for 
the first real engagemeni—the mission. of capturing the vil- 
lage of Frapelle and pinching out a salient in the line. The 
Gth Infantry carried out this action, accomplished all they set 
about to do, and on Aug. 28 the men of-the Red Diamond 
moved toward St. Mihiel. The part assigned to the Sth Di- 


vision was the right edge of the right pincer, and with barely - 


four: days of fighting this job was accomplished by fourteen 
American divisians, and the men of the Red Diamond. were 
withdrawn, put through some training and marched in the 
direction of the grand inferno—the Meuse-Argonne, the drive 


which won the war. 

The war cost the’ 5th Division 9,981 men killed and 
wounded. The men of the Red- Diamond advaneed » total of 
thirty-five kilometers against the enemy, captured 2,268 Ger- 
mans as prisoners, liberated 220 square kilometers of French 
territory and took- miHions of ‘dollars worth -of -material- in 
their advance. P eller 

But the signing of the armistice did not mark the end of 
vigilance on the part-of the Sth.. It was assigned to the Army 
of Occupation and was statiencd. along the route of supply. of 
the 3d Army in Luxembourg, with detachments in Germany 
and in’ Belgium. The -division -was relievéd froam’the Army of 
Occupation in June; -1919,-and came home -the-latter.part-of 
July.

about 4,000 men and 150 officers. Sinee that “time recruiting 
has been going on, and an -edueational and vecatianal - schoo!

A commission appointed by the state of Massachusetts, 
of which Edward L. Logan, of Boston, is chairman, for 
the purpose of visiting the graves of Massachusetts sol- 
diers who died in the World War overseas, left Paris 
on Oct. 26 for the American military cemeteries at 
Rheims, Verdun, St. Mihiel and Nancy, according to an 
Associated Press dispatch from Paris. The members are 
to mark all graves of Massachusetts men there, and in- 
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tend asking the state of Massachusetts to erect suitable 
monuments on sites which the commission will choose. 
Later the commission is to visit Belgium, Italy and Eng- 
land for the purpose of examining the condition of the 
graves of Massachusetts soldiers.

The activities of the U.S. Naval Hospital at New 
York for a period of eight months, are interestingly re- 
lated in a special New York Hospital number of the 
U.S. Naval Medical Bulletin for October. The . 
staff, of which Capt. OC. H. T. Lowndes, Med. Co 
U.S.A., is the commanding officer, and Capt. A. M 
Fauntleroy, Med. Corps, U.S.N., is chief of surgical ser- 
vice, had many unusual cases presented for its considera- 
tion during the time mentioned. The nature of these is 
set forth in detail, together with the course of treatment 
followed and the satisfactory results achieved. A num- 
ber of excellent photographs illustrate these cases. Of 
particular interest to medical men of the Service must 
be a “historical” chapter devoted to the founders of 
naval hygiene, Lind, Trotter and Blane, who served as 
surgeons in the British navy during varying periods, 
dating from 1739 to 1832, and who accomplished much 
im the treatment of sick and wounded men of the ser- 
vice afloat and ashore, many details of their suggestions 
and practice existing in improved forms, in the modern 
navies of to-day.

The Barrack Bag, published at Columbus Barracks, 
Ohio, announced that Louis Baker, one of the survivors 
of the famous “Princess Pat’ regiment, Canadian army, 
was recently enlisted as a member of the band at that 
post. He received the Victoria Cross and the Military 
Medal, issued by the, British government. He was dis- 
charged as a sergeant major. On the back of his dis- 
charge the fact is noted that he went “over the top” 

228 times and was in twenty-eight hand fights. It is 
claimed that he went through the World War without 
being either wounded or gassed
